This is reflected in the fact that 
practically all newspapers and periodicals 
publish cartoons and cartoon strips. The 
“funny paper” is an institution of long 
standing and appeals to young and old 
alike. Since its very beginning it has 
been solely the property of the pen-and- 
ink artist whose technique permits sim- 
plification, alteration, and exaggeration— 
the very basis of caricature. 

To achieve humor of the slap-stick 
variety through the medium of photog- 
raphy is a difficult job. The camera, with 
its eye for detail, records every conflict- 
ing as well as every desirable element in 
a setup, so that the photographer must 
rely almost entirely on the acting ability 
of his models in working out a comic 
strip idea. He also must have a highly 
developed sense of humor and the ability 
to work out a picture sequence that 
builds up to an amusing climax. 

Not long ago the daily routine of our 
mail opening was completely disrupted 
by the arrival of a box of prints which, 
on close examination, proved to be a 
selection of picture sequences 
based on common photographic mishaps 
often encountered by the beginner. The 
creator of these rollicking escapades had 
sacrificed the dignity of both himself and

NOTHER note from abroad comes 

from Joseph A. Horne, whose as- 
signment in the Monuments, Fine Arts 
and Archives Section of Military Gove-n- 
ment is the collection of data concerning 
the present status of the great collections 
of photographs in which Germany was 
formerly so rich. Says Horne, “Prelim- 
inary research among such sources as I 
have at hand indicates that a very con- 
siderable number of German photog- 
raphers have emigrated to the United 
States in the past fifteen years. In many 
cases these seem to have been men who 
played an important part in building 
these collections, and I am writing you in 
the hope that they will make their 
knowledge of the situation over here 
available to me. I have no way of know- 
ing where in the United States these 
men are at the moment, and feel that a 
message circulated through your publi- 
cation is probably the most effective 
means of locating them.” Letters ad- 
dressed to Horne in care of POPULAR 
PHOTOGRAPHY will be forwarded to him 
immediately.

PREACHER 


For 21 years, Clarenee Bach has 


been training high school students 


to be outstanding photographers

HEN FREMONT High School in 
Los Angeles convened this past 
fall, a quiet, unassuming teacher 
named Clarence A. Bach started his 21st 
year as the head of one of America’s 


most outstanding vocational photography 


courses. To Bach, who remembers clear- 
ly when he installed the school’s first lab 
in an unused dressing room of the audi- 
torium, the nostalgia he might have for 
the parade of students who have passed 
through his classes will always seem to be 
cluttered up with the activity and bustle 
of his present class and with the prob- 
lems of job hunting, the work, and the 
achievements of his recent graduates. 
Unlike many teachers of vocational 
courses, Bach’s first and foremost inter- 
est is in seeing his students get a job 
when they graduate. For 20 years, his 
work as graduate counselor, information 
bureau, and employment agency has kept 


him as busy as his classroom work. Dur- 
ing the war, Bach worked in close co- 
operation with the officers in charge of 
the photographic divisions of the armed 
services and was able to provide them 
with trained photographers and lab tech- 
nicians. And the walls of his classroom in 
the Fremont High School are hung with 
the photographs of some of the most 
prominent of his graduates who served in 
the armed services in photographic capac- 
ities. 

He has a record of achievement to be 
proud of. More than 100 of his students, 
including such well-known magazine 
photographers as Bob Landry, John 
Florea, Mark Kaufman, George Strock, 
Harold Trudeau, Jack Wilkes (all of 
Life), Jack Albin, Fred Bonnard, and 
Bob Bierman are working in top journal- 
istic jobs today. Many more of his stu- 
dents, those with a commercial bent, are 


Personal supervision and instruction is an important part of Bach's teaching method.

working in portrait studios and photo 
labs all over the West Coast. At the end 
of the war, 146 of his former pupils were 
serving as photographers or lab men in 
all branches of the armed services. Dur- 
ing the war, he received an average of 
four to six letters daily from his ex- 
pupils, asking him for photographic point- 
ers. The flood of letters eventually be- 
came so great that he had to edit them 
into a master question and answer sheet 
that he circulated all over the world. It 
still goes to ex-students in China, India, 
Africa, Europe, Japan, and Mexico. 

This vast network of photographers 
who have kept in touch with their teacher 
is the prime reason, and Bach will be the 
first to admit it, why both his course and 
his students have been so successful in 
the field of vocational photography. For 
each one of his students who has made a 
success of the job has provided a stepping

stone for a younger photographer to gain 
admittance to professional photography. 
As Bach himself explains it, “Our gradu- 
ates have gone out and done well for 
themselves, and by their success have 
bred jobs for countless other kids. It’s 
not a union ... but a lot better than a 
union. Our boys have mushroomed all 
over the field of photography by reaching 
down and helping another guy up.” 

Several months ago, when the gradu- 
ates held a testimonial party for Bach at 
the Hollywood Raosevelt Hotel, more than 
200 of his ex-students attended and 
jammed the large dining room. Bach’s 
biggest ambition is some day to have a 
gigantic get-together of all his graduates, 
for whom he has an unusual sentimental 
affinity. 

Things were not always so rosy, how- 
ever, for when Bach, then a second cam- 
eraman at 20th Century Fox, first went 


to the Los Angeles Board of Education 
with his idea for a photography course, 
the Board was completely skeptical. 
“Photography is expensive,” they said, 
“and there’s no assurance in the world 
that a single student will learn enough 
to get a job by it.” 

Finally, after going the rounds of all 
the high schools, Bach went to see Wil- 
liam L. Richer, the principal at Fremont 
High. In 1925, Bach was allowed to start 
his course on a part-time basis, with a 
caution that “it hadn’t better cost too 
much money.” Bach installed a tiny lab 
in an old dressing room of the high school 
auditorium, and his first class began ram- 
bling up and down the iron staircase with 
cameras and exposed negatives. By 1926, 
the progress of his work warranted his 
moving to larger quarters, his present 
spot in the biology building, which gives 
him a large laboratory, three darkrooms, 
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Still life subjects are photographed to 
show pupils how to use lights effectively 
and how to handle simple objects.

a portrait studio, and two lecture rooms. 

“I saw right then,” says Bach, “that our 
course had to succeed vocationally, and 
the only way to make it work was to get 
the boys employment as soon as they 
graduated.” Although he spent a lot of 
time hounding the newspapers and the 
wire services, Bach didn’t have much 
luck. Then one night in 1933 one of his 
graduates, Eddie Stone, called him up 
excitedly. “Mr. Bach, I’ve got a job—at 
International News.” Eddie, who died of 
appendicitis several years ago, started 
the parade of Fremont students into pro- 
fessional photography. By 1939, Holly- 
wood journalism was well infiltrated by 
Bach’s students who had helped one 
another into jobs. Today, Bach has 
amassed a record of vocational placement 
among his pupils that is perhaps unsur- 
passed by any other photography instruc- 
tor in the United States, and a Fremont 


. background amounts almost to a recom- 


mendation for any young photographer 
starting out on a job hunt. 
The reason why this is true can be at- 


tributed entirely to the fact that Bach’s 


students go out looking for work well 
trained in their profession. Although the 
casual visitor to Fremont High School, 
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judging from the number of kids who run 
around the campus with Rolleiflexes 
hanging from their necks, would believe 
that Bach was turning out photographers 
wholesale, actually only six or seven stu- 
dents are graduated as finished camera- 
men each year. 

Aided by Holger Wikstrom, one of his 
pupils who came back to Fremont six 
years ago to assist with the teaching pro- 
gram, Bach starts each year with huge 
primary classes, which, during the three 
year curriculum, are weeded out until 
the advanced vocational classes contain 
only those students whose interest in 
photography is balanced by their ability. 
No student is admitted to the advanced 
classes unless he or she has professional 
equipment . . . a Speed Graphic, Rollei- 
flex, Rolleicord, or some other fine cam- 
era. Since most of the students are aim- 
ing at press photography, they ordinarily 
buy Speed Graphics. 

Because of the limitation of the ad- 
vanced classes to a select number of not 
more than 20 students, Bach is able to 
give close personal supervision to their 
work. He criticizes each assignment im- 
mediately giving constructive suggestions.

Good luck goes with the photographer who protects his camera 
and keeps an eye open for the season’s best picture possibilities

HILE most of us recognize the changed demands of 

W winter weather in many ways, we are likely to keep 

on with our usual photographic habits. We wear heav- 
ier clothes and are careful to remember our overshoes, but do 
we take care of our cameras in the same way? And are we 
aware of the new possibilities for pictures in the changes the 
season has wrought on our surroundings? 

Proper camera care is easy, and it not only insures the life 
of your equipment, but will enable you to take better cold- 
weather pictures. Dampness, whether it is in the form of rain, 
sleet, or snow, is an enemy of your camera. Keep your camera 
away from snow just as you would protect it from water—it’s 
just the same thing in a different form. 

If the weather is relatively mild, you won’t need to carry 
the camera inside your clothing to keep it warm. You may be 
carrying it in an ever-ready case, gadget bag, or a roomy 
jacket pocket. In this event be sure to keep the carrying case 


or gadget bag securely closed at all times, save when the cam- 
era is actually in use. If you employ a gadget bag, it is a 
good idea to close it up again after removing the camera for 
picture-taking; snow on the trees and houses may otherwise 
get into the bag with unpleasant results. 

Those who carry their cameras in an outside pocket will do 
well to see that the rocket flap is adjusted so that snow can’t 
enter in. If there is no provision for sealing the pocket, why 
not start looking for a needle and thread? A few stitches now 
may keep you from having a wet camera some day. 

When the temperature gets down below zero, you must be 
prepared to accept some variation in shutter speeds. The shut- 
ter mechanism doesn’t work as fast, and you are likely to get 
two or three times the exposure for which it is set if the cold 
is extreme. This effect can be kept to a minimum if the camera 
is “winterized” by removing all traces of oil from it—a pro- 
cedure common in preparing movie equipment for sub-zero 
work. With fairly small cameras, a satisfactory alternative is 
to keep the camera inside your coat, so that the heat of your 
body keeps it from becoming chilled all the way through. 

Whenever there is a sharp temperature change, watch out 


Filters are a must to separate shadow from the snow, Medium yellow or orange will give good results under average conditions, 
but when you want to use overcorrection for a striking effect you can.get it by employing a red filter with panchromatic film.

brought into a warm room from sub-zero outdoors, it is sure 
to be dripping wet in a minute or two. It should be ‘dried 
carefully before putting it away. . 

Strange as it sounds, you should also take precautions to 
protect your camera—from you! Numb, frost-stiffened fingers, 
snow on the ground and winter mittens are not a good com- 
bination—at least from the camera’s point of view. Where 
feasible use a neckstrap to prevent the camera from being ac- 
cidentally dropped. Some photographers wear light cloth 
gloves under their heavier gloves or mittens; this makes it 
easier to handle the delicate camera adjustments, and protects 
the exposed hands. 

There is no limit to the possibilities for good pictures, so far 
as winter subject material is concerned. Landscapes which 
were beautiful last autumn may be even more photogenic with 
a covering of snow. Other outdoor scenes which were not im- 
pressive during most of the year may become very photogenic 
now that the concealing snow has “lifted their faces.” 

There are many winter sports to be photographed, too. Ice- 
skating, tobogganing, and skiing to mention a few. Moreover, 
winter sports tend to present more grace and beauty than the 
sports of other seasons; what is more graceful than a skilled 
figure skater? More beautiful than a lone skier leaving a 
curved trail on the snowy hill behind him? 

And the picture possibilities do not stop here, for there are 
literally hundreds of other good wintertime picture subjects 
that are near at hand and don’t require special photographic 
expeditions. 

Hurrying shoppers in the noon-day rush, children playing 
in the snow, older boys with their forts and snow houses, and 
icicles along the eaves—are all there for the observant photog- 
rapher. 

Naturally, your outdoor exposures will be shorter when the 
sun shines and there is snow on the ground. In place of the

light-absorbing, green foliage, white snow is everywhere and 
of course it will reflect much more light. Therefore, your 
customary exposures should be shortened by at least one full 
stop to compensate for this. 

Incidentally, you will find winter a fine season for outdoor 
portraits. Due to the light-reflecting ability of snow, harsh 
facial shadows are softened and severe contrasts are softened. 
In short, snow becomes your fill-in light! 

On the other hand, winter presents some of its own lighting 
problems. For example, the great brilliance of directly illu- 
minated areas may contrast strongly with backlighted sub- 
jects, unless you take special care to arrange your subject so 
that helpful supplementary light is bounced off a nearby, snow- 
laden tree or white wall, or a reflector brought along for the 
purpose. There’s no question about it, backlighting can be 
hard to handle at this time of year. 

If you want to record the delicate shadows and texture of 
snow, side-lighting will be very helpful. As a matter of fact, 
for this purpose the side-lighting should usually be quite ex- 
treme. Snow pictures are likely to be pretty flat if you shoot 
directly away from the sun. Objective examination of snow 
shadows will reveal that they have a definite bluish cast. While 
this may be surprising to some, it is quite natural, since the 
shadows receive scattered light from the sky as their primary 
illumination. The sky is blue, hence scattered light from the 
sky is blue; it’s as simple as that. 

This leads us to the choice of an appropriate filter to use 
in bringing out these shadows. An orange or yellow filter will 
assist best in this matter. Operating as it does (cutting down 
the amount of blue light transmitted), it holds back the blue 
light in the snow shadows in the same manner that it holds 
back blue sky areas. This gives more separation between the 
shadow and sun areas of the snow, as it does between sky and 
clouds. For special effects, you can use a red filter to make 
the sky appear almost black. (Continued on page 177)

OST photographers I know don’t 
M hide their “grab shots.” They 

seem to single them out for 
showing with extra pride. They derive a 
special sort of self-satisfaction from this 
intimate photographic recording of scenes 
in their daily life. 

I’m much the same way. To me, there’s 
real meaning in some of these pictures 
which are taken in a hurry, under every 
imaginable circumstance, as split-second 
reactions to light patterns and living ac- 
tion of one sort or another. 

Grab shots are among the most sincere 
photographs taken. Unaffected, not influ- 
enced by-any technical tricks, they rep- 
resent vividly the commentary of the 
photographer on an immediate scene. 
Unposed, unassuming, they often contain 
emotional eloquence which is_ unsur- 
passed. These pictures are marked unique- 
ly by the photographer’s desire to record 
what his eye has seen, quickly, before 
the composite elements which have stirred 
him to action have changed. 

Making such photographs successfully 
is a good test of familiarity with your 
equipment and its use. Focusing must be 
unhesitating, exposure must be decided 
upon instantly. Depth of field, intruding 
backgrounds, and awkward perspectives 
must be handled by means of a quick 
step and a watchful eye. 7 

The aperture stop must be selected by 
feel, by getting to know the relative posi- 
tions of your diaphragm scale on the lens 
mount or shutter frame. Focus likewise 
should be felt, by a swift twirl of a knob 
or a ring, as the case may be. And the 
shutter must be cocked and released be- 
fore a laugh subsides, or a child runs, or 
a shadow is cast. 

There’s no time to set up a tripod, 
usually hardly enough time to look on 
the groundglass. Even the exposure meter 
must stay in the bag. You must learn to 
ascertain at a glance the exposure, in- 
cluding in your rapid mental calculations 
the shutter speed required to stop the 
action and the aperture needed for suffi- 
cient depth. The tiniest part of a second 
must suffice for making sure that the film 
was changed after the last exposure and 
that the shutter is cocked for this one. 
No time for filters, as a rule, or for auxil- 
iary lights. Sometimes you'll have time 
to insert a flashbulb, if you really need 
one to get the picture. 

A grab shot may or may not be truly 
candid. When you stop to consider the 
matter, you'll realize that most people 
who see a camera pointed at them expect 
that there’s film in it. Hence grab shots 
with large cameras are all but impos- 
sible; with small cameras they’re almost 
always possible, because of the inconspic- 
uous size of the equipment and the finger-

tip controls with which such equipment 
generally is fitted. 

Right here and now, let me advise you 
against making a nuisance of yourself 
by invading people’s privacy against their 
will. If you can get the picture without 
causing a ruckus, fine. But if your in- 
tended subject is a good citizen who is 
emotionally disturbed or in otherwise 
embarrassing circumstances—circum- 
stances under which you'd strenuously 
object to being photographed yourself— 
lay off. 

You'll find plenty of opportunities with- 
out having to resort to such practice. De- 
velop your ability to size up situations 
quickly and make your exposure at just 
the right instant. Cartier-Bresson’s fa- 
mous picture of the adoration of the Pope 
was made in such an instant, with a 
35mm camera. Many Stieglitz master- 
pieces must have resulted from just such 
studied haste, even though he used a 
large camera. Some of the best of the 
Farm Security Administration photos in 
the 1930’s were snapped in an instant— 
the right instant. And of course many of 
the most famous combat pictures had to 
be made that way, by such experts 
as Bushemi, Rosenblum, and Smith. They 
had to take grab shots, for the most part, 
and the technique they used can serve 
you in good stead. Let me mention just 
one more example—a classic one. I refer 
to the picture you'll never forget, which 
shows a weeping Chinese haby sitting 
alone and nude in the rubble of a Jap- 
bombed railroad station. 

Frequently you'll find that a grab shot 
is taken when your camera has been 
readied for an entirely different photo- 
graph. Such was my own experience in 
making some of the pictures with which 
this article is illustrated. The laughing 
woman, for example, was photographed 
in the shade of a porch one rainy after- 
noon. My camera had been set for a shot 
of another woman, standing nearby. The 
sound of a laugh caught my attention, 
and in less time than it takes to tell I 
turned, took:a step, twirled the focusing 
knob and tripped the shutter. I did man- 
age to sneak a quick look at the ground- 
glass of my reflex camera, but that was 
merely to center the image, not to focus. 
The focus was guessed. 

Another of the illustrations—the photo 
of the smiling workman—was made im- 
mediately after I had photographed an- 
other workman standing a few feet to 
the former’s left. I saw the smile, took 
one step to the right as I advanced the 
film, focused, cocked the shutter, and 
fired within a matter of seconds, and I 
think that the resulting picture is a good 
one in spite of this haste.

Making photograms is easy—and 


you are free from the limitations of working with negatives 





HEN we take an ordinary pic- 

ture with a camera, the click of 

the shutter closes a door behind 
us. The picture has been taken, and after 
that click nothing we can do will change 
the subject matter on the negative. Of 
course we have many ways of altering the 
final picture in printing, by cropping, 
choice of paper, multiple printing, toning, 
etc., but we can’t change the image on 
the negative. It limits the effects we can 
obtain. 

There is one branch of photography in 
‘which we do not depend on the negative 
—as a matter of fact, in most cases nega- 
tives aren’t even used at all. The re- 
quired tools are the enlarger, enlarging 
paper, and some props. This is the mak- 
ing of photograms. 

What are photograms? If we were to 
place a sheet of enlarging paper on the 
easel, expose it to the light of the en- 
larger without a negative, and then de- 
velop and fix it as usual we would get a 
plain, black print. If we were to repeat 
this procedure, but this time place some 
opaque object on the paper before expos- 
ing it to the light, after developing we 
would find a silhouette of the object used. 
The silhouette would be white, against a 
btack background. It would be a photo- 
gram. In other words, the photogram is 
a picture made without a negative, by 
using the raw light of the enlarger held 
back at certain parts by placing objects 
between the light source and the paper. 

While the various possibilities of this 
technique are endless, instruction can be 
given conveniently by deséribing five 
basic types of photograms. Most pictures 
made in this manner can be placed into 
these classes, although there is bound to 
be some overlapping, especially in the 
more complicated cases. The classes are: 


1. Simple photograms, made by ex- 
posing the background sufficiently 
to turn it black while holding 
back the light from some portions 
of the paper by placing opaque 
objects on it. 

2. Similar to simple photograms, but 

* made with transparent or trans- 

lucent objects instead of opaque 





Beautiful patterns can be created by placing commonplace objects between ones. 
light source and paper. Here the author used two inexpensive ash trays, 3. Photograms in which the objects 
one placed above the condenser of the enlarger and the other on the paper 
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used are not placed directly on 
the enlarging paper, but are sus- 
pended above it somewhere be- 
tween light source and paper. 

4. Photograms in which the photog- 
rapher takes advantage of the 
tone scale of the paper, controlling 
the light by dodging and burning- 
in. Masks often are employed, as 
well as objects. 

5. Same as Class 4, except that prints 
of actual negatives are employed 

along with other objects. 


Now let us describe these different 
classes, one by one, taking up illustra- 
tions of each. 

Class 1—Simple photograms are the 
easiest to make. Just move your enlarger 
up high enough so that it covers the de- 
sired area, and stop down the lens to f 22 
or f 32. Stopping down is important, be- 
cause it makes the shadows sharp even 
if the object is not in close contact with 
the paper. It also prolongs the exposure 
to give time for better control. With no 
negative in the carrier, the exposure time 
still will not be inconveniently lengthy. 

Once the enlarger is set, the first step is 
to turn off the enlarger light and place 
the paper in the easel. On top of it place 
any opaque object which you want to 
show in a white silhouette on the print. 
Make sure that the object is absolutely 
clean and dry, so that it will not affect 
the emulsion except by holding back the 
light. Now turn on the light and expose 
long enough to produce a black print 
with normal developing. The result will 
be a photogram. Whether or not it will 
be a picture depends on many factors— 
selection of the opaque object, placement 
of it on the paper, and the idea behind it 
all. The purpose of this article is to ex- 
plain the tricks of making photograms, 
and much more space would be required 

) go-into all of the theory behind ab- 
stract patterns and symbolic representa- 
tions made with this technique. 

The photogram shown in Figure 3 was 
made with this simple technique. Bottle 
and vitamin pills were the props which 
were placed on the paper, and arranged 
to form a pattern pleasing to the eye. 





















































Many tones can-be produced by dodging and burning-in to control the light

of sensitized paper on the easel and then turning on the enlarger to make the 
exposure. A bottle of vitamin pills (above) was used to make the picture at 
the left. Plain silhouettes in white against a black background are the result. 
The enlarger lens should be stopped down to permit a convenient exposure time. 


3 The simplest photograms are made by arranging opaque objects on a sheet 
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Class 2.—Translucent objects were used 
in making the pictures shown in Figures 
1, 4, and 5. The picture of the swan 
floating on the waves in Figure 4 is a 
good example to discuss, since it employs 
most of the basic problems involved in 
this type of work. To make the “waves” 
we cut along a wavy line drawn on an 
ordinary piece of lightweight writing pa- 
per and divided it into two parts as shown 





in Figure 4 (C and D). We placed these 
two pieces on the enlarging paper, which 
had been put into the easel; with one a 
little lower than the other to obtain the 
double-wave effect. The next step was to 
place the little glass swan between two 
waves, so that it just touched the “water.” 
Then we cut out another piece of the 
lightweight paper (Figure 4-A) and 
placed it in the “sky” to make a “cloud.” 


on the enlarging paper to make 

the two photograms at upper 
left and center. Glass figures were 
used for the swan and the dog (left) 
and paper cut-outs (above) for the 
cloud, camera, and waves. Two cut- 
outs were superimposed (C and D) 
overlapping except for a small margin 
at the top to produce the dark bor- 
der. Exposure is critical when trans- 
lucent objects are employed, and test 
strips will help get the right tones. 


4 Translucent objects were placed 


After the arrangement was-checked, the 
enlarger light was turned on. The “wa- 
ter” appearing in the bottom portion of 
the print required about twice as much 
exposure as the top, in order to make it 
appear gradually darker near the bottom 
of the picture. 

Since the objects used to make this 
type of photogram are not opaque, ex-

I think no one will 
deny that much of this was, and is, due 
to the use of photography by the armed 
services. Many of these same men who 
built up this interest in the field are now 
out of uniform and are looking for a 
place to carry on their chosen profession.

Cretting the Best Out of PRINTON 


Here are tips on making your own full color prints. No single step in the 





process is any more difficult than getting good pictures in black-and-white

white. That day still isn’t here, but the 
Ansco Printon process has brought us the 
next best thing. No one step is any more 
complicated or difficult than the proce- 
dures for good quality black-and-white 
work, but to get results that do justice to 
your fine transparencies you must learn 
the process thoroughly and follow direc- 
tions every step of the way. 

This process is based on a reversible 
type color printing material known as 
Printon. Since it is a reversible material 
one must use a positive color transpar- 
ency from which to print. Any 35mm, 
Bantam or sheet color film transparency 
(Kodachrome or Ansco Color) is a suit- 
able original. Prints are made from these 
on Printon by contact or enlarging meth- 
ods, using a single exposure followed by 
reversal processing. Of course this mere 
statement of basic steps over-simplifies 
the process, but the fact remains that no

the emulsions are sensitive to blue light, a 
yellow filter layer must be coated beneath 
the blue responding layer in order to pre- 
vent the blue light from reaching the 
emulsion layers below it. They should 
record only green and red light re- 
spectively. In other words, each emulsion 
layer should respond to only one primary 
color (blue, green, or red) and nothing 
else. By means of such an emulsion 
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Cross-section shows three emulsions of Printon. Each contains color former complemen- 
tary to its effective sensitivity, since reversal process precedes development of the color. 
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Diagram shows how tones of each color are reproduced in negative by first development, 
and reversed by second exposure and second development, during which colors form.

structure it is possible to make a tri-color 
separation of a colored subject in a single 
exposure and development. It is not nec- 
essary in this type of process to make 
three separate negatives, one through a 
blue filter, another through a green filter, 
and another through a red filter, as in 
older color printing methods. This is the 
emulsion structure of Printon, but instead 
of the various layers being coated on 
clear film base they are coated on a white, 
opaque base. Accordingly, the color im- 
age that is eventually formed in the lay- 
ers is viewed by reflected light and not 
by looking through the film as one does 
with a color transparency. 

So far we have seen only what happens 
when an integral tripack material is orig- 
inally exposed, either in a camera (in the 
case of color film) or in printing from a 
color transparency in the case of Printon. 
The final colors are obtained in subse- 
quent steps. In each of the emulsion lay- 
ers there is a color-forming substance 
which is capable of forming a dye com- 
plementary in color to the effective sen- 





Color compensating filters preferably 
are placed between the light source and 
transparency. Even when contact prints 
are desired, the enlarger is a convenient 
light source that is easily controlled.

sitivity of the emulsion in which it rests. 
That is, the emulsion recording the blue 
light contains a color former which yields 
a yellow dye, and the green and red re- 
cording emulsions have color formers 
which yield a magenta dye (blue-red) 
and cyan dye (blue-green), respectively. 

The dyes which form in the layers must 
produce a positive image, as we have 
noted previously. Where a very dark 
color exists in the transparency from 
which a print is made, the Printon must 
form a relatively heavy concentration of 
dyes in its emulsion layers. Where a 
light color exists in the transparency 
there must be very little dye produced in 
the Printon layers. This reversal effect is 
accomplished by developing the material 
in two developers. The first develops only 
a negative silver image after exposure of 
the material, just as in ordinary black- 
and-white photography. Naturally, where 
the transparency is dark very little image 
will be formed on the Printon, but where 
the transparency is light in color the 
Printon will be heavily exposed and con-

siderable silver image will develop. No 
dye images are formed at this stage, nor 
would we want them to form at this point 
since a negative color image and not a 
positive one would result. 

In the formation of the negative silver 
image only a portion of each of the emul- 
sions is utilized. This means that the un- 
exposed and undeveloped emulsion that 
remains can be exposed to white light and 
then developed in a special color devel- 
oper that is capable of producing a silver 
image and a dye image in each of the 
layers at the same time. This is where 
the color-forming substances in the emul- 
sion layers come into play. While the 
silver image is “coming up” during second 
development the by-products of the de- 
veloping agent combine with the color 
formers to produce dyes. The amount of 
dye formed depends directly upon the 
amount of silver produced in the second 
developer, which in turn depends on the 
amount of unexposed and undeveloped 
emulsion that remains after the first de- 
velopment is finished. The more silver

developed in the second developer, the 
more by-products that are produced to 
combine with the color formers in the 
emulsions. 

Upon removal of the silver deposits in 
the layers, only dyes remain to form the 
final positive color image. 

The use of reversal processing pro- 
cedure—where a first development is fol- 
lowed by an over-all second exposure and 
second development—enables us to pro- 
duce a positive image from a positive 
original. By making the dyes form in the 
second development, and later removing 
both the negative and positive silver im- 
ages, we get the resultant positive image 
in color. However, do we know if the 
dyes in the color print will create the 
same colors that were present in the 
transparency? This can be clarified by 
showing what happens in the case of a 
given color. 

Let us assume that a blue color in a 
transparency is to be reproduced in the 
color print. When the transparency is 
exposed to the Printon material, white 
light—containing blue, green, and red—is 
used. The blue component of the white 
light will pass through the blue area of 
the transparency. If this were not true 
the transparency would not appear blue 
in this area when we view it in normal 
fashion. This blue light will expose the 
blue-sensitive emulsion layer of the Prin- 
ton, but will be held back from the green 
and red-sensitive emulsions by the yel- 
low-filter layer. Upon developing the 
Printon in the first developer a heavy sil- 
ver image will be formed in the blue sen- 
sitive layer, but no development will take 
place in the unexposed green and red 
sensitive layers. The Printon is now 
given an over-all exposure to white light, 
the green component of which exposes 
the green sensitive layer, whereas the red 
component exposes the red _ sensitive 
layer. These exposed layers are devel- 
oped in the second developer (the special 
color developer) whereupon a magenta 
dye is formed in the green-sensitive layer 
along with the silver image, and a cyan 
dye is formed in the red-sensitive layer. 
Both the negative silver and positive sil- 
ver images are removed by bleaching 
away, leaving only a magenta dye area 
superimposed over a cyan dye area. 
When the print is viewed by white light, 
its green component is absorbed by mag- 
enta dye and the red component is ab-

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SELECTING CONTEST WINNERS...

HAT makes a prize-winning 
photograph prize-winning? What 
do the judges look for in our 


top-flight prize contests? These are ques- 
tions perennially asked by disgruntled 
amateurs whose masterpieces were re- 
jected from this or that competition. The 
answers, of course, are to be found in 
the answer to another question: What 
judges constituted the jury? 

This recurrent question arises from the 
recent $5,000 Graflex Photo Contest, and 
the answers are to be found in the make- 
up of the jury and the kind of pictures 
they selected. The standards of any jury 
must inevitably be a composite of the 
individuals who compose it. No two 
juries can be alike in their tastes, sub- 
ject preferences, and prejudices—hence 
prints that will win an award in one con- 
test will not even rlace in the next. 

Take a look at the Graflex jury: Wil- 
son Hicks, executive editor, Life maga- 
zine; William L. Chenery, publisher of 
Collier's (an old-time press _ photog- 
rapher); T. J. Maloney, publisher of U. S. 
Camera and Travel and Camera; Valen- 
tino Sarra, photographic illustrator; Toni 
Frissell, outstanding woman _photog- 
rapher; Larry Keighley, noted color- 
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photo-reporter, winner of the grand 
prize and first prize in color in the 1940 
Graflex Contest. 

Besides these top-drawer names, Ed- 
ward Steichen, unable to act as judge for 
the contest, arrived near the end of the 
voting to act as unofficial adviser in case 
of ties. 

Here, you see, is a preponderance of 
judges from the magazine field. ... 

General critical comments from the 
judges on the show pointed up the fact 
that there was a startling lack of original- 
ity of theme and approach. Too many 
photographers used subject matter which 
was trite and hackneyed. Too many en- 
tries were nothing more than copies of 
famous photographs. (These were elimi- 
nated immediately by unanimous agree- 
ment of the judges.) 

Another common fault was the dullness 
and complete lack of life of most of the 
entries. Although this quality was truer 
of the amateurs’ work than that of the 
professionals’, the commercial photog- 
raphers made the same mistake as the be- 
ginners. For example, the children and 
babies class is always a heavily played 
group because of the availability and 
photogenic quality of the subjects. In the 


contest, this group was second in the 
number of entries submitted. Yet in all 
of these entries, only two expressions pre- 
dominated. The children were happy, or 
the children were sad. Period. Poses 
were banal, and it appeared that no at- 
tempt had been made to picture children 
acting in a normal, childlike manner, do- 
ing the things which children usually do. 
Too many entries in this class were mere- 
ly pictures of children. And charming 
as they may be, they do not make for 
good photography and become very dull 
after several hundred or so have passed 
by. 

A most curious element was noticed 
during the judging of the action group 

. there was little action in the pic- 
tures! The same fault was true of the 
sports class. It seemed that the photog- 
raphers attempted to capture whole 
groups of people in action, and conse- 
quently the pictures suffered. One excep- 
tion to this rule was the second prize 
winner of the sports class: “Oomps,” by 
Harry F. McGonigal, in which the photog- 
rapher epitomized all the excitement of a 
close game by catching the goalie at peak 
action. No other player was shown, yet 
the picture put its point over exactly. The 
advice of the judges to those who wish 
to take action or sports shots is: Observe 
the action, decide around whom or where 
the peak action will take place, concen- 
trate on that person, and wait for the 
picture situation to develop. 

Perhaps the best feature of the animals 
and pets class was that the character 
could not pose . .. and so there was no 
chance for the unnatural, stilted picture 
to develop. Animation and life were the 
keynotes of these shots, the best of which 
were done by photographers who had 
studied the subject and knew what to ex- 
pect under given circumstances. 

As might have been expected from 
their background, the most interesting 
class, as far as the judges were con- 
cerned, was spot news. Pictures taken 
at scenes of accidents showed climactic 
human emotions, with the subject’s ex- 
pression telling the story without the use 
of words. The very nature of the pic- 
tures made it impossible to make the 
mistakes which were so apparent in the 
other classes judged. 

Eight assistants aided the board of ex- 
perts in making first eliminations from 
all these classes. When there were but 
3,600 photographs remaining, the judges 
went to work on the entries alone. Prime 
considerations—aside from technical per- 
fection—were life and story-telling quali- 
ties. 

Three cash-prize-winners in each of the 
classes were finally picked, and another 
ten entries in each class were given honor 
awards. From the winners, the three 
special awards were chosen. George 
Burns, Schenectady, N. Y., won both the 
grand prize and press awards with his 
first prize color photograph entitled

The serviceable, heavy-duty print roller 
shown in the accompanying illustration 
was made with very little trouble and 
at no expense. The roller portion consists 
of a length of rubber hose into which a 
correspondingly long section of broom- 
handle is driven. Holes then are drilled 
in the ends of the piece of broom-handle 
to hold the handle of the roller. This con- 
sists of a piece of rigid steel rod which 
is bent as shown in the photograph.—

WIPER BLADE SUBSTITUTES FOR SPONGE 


In my studio work I have found that a 
windshield wiper blade is excellent for 
wiping excess water from negatives. As 
illustrated, the negative is held by one 
corner as it hangs from the drying line, 
then a downward stroke with the wiper 
removes the water. The same process is 
repeated on the opposite side of the film. 
Use only wiper blades of good quality— 
hardened rubber can scratch the film— 
and of course they must be clean.—Nelson 
H. Tiffany, Hollywood, Calif. 


PRINT TONG RECEPTACLE 


If you have the same difficulty that I had 
in keeping your print tongs from slipping 
into the solutions, try the simple expedi- 
ent illustrated here. Simply keep a 
small glass near the side of each tray, and 
keep one set of tongs in each glass. The 
plan serves to keep the tongs handy, and 
also prevents the solutions from spread- 
ing on the table top. If you keep the 
glasses near the right trays, they will 
help you to avoid mixing the tongs.— 
M. Herbert, Bordeaux, Montreal, Que. 


Applicators used for moistening stamps 
and gummed labels—the glass tubes with 
triangular pieces of sponge rubber at the 
open ends—offer a neat and clean way to 
spread adhesive on the backs of prints 
that are to be mounted. The adhesive 
must be diluted before loading the tube 
with it. This method should be used, of 
course, only when you do not have access 
to dry mounting tissue and a press—as 
this latter method still is considered the 
ideal way.—Herman Klein, Pittsburgh, Pa. 


TWO-STAGE FIXING 


Use double-fixing to save money and time; 
your print quality will go up too. Instead 
of the single tray of hypo as shown in 
Figure 1, use two hypo baths as shown 
in Figure 2. Keep relatively fresh fixer 
in the last tray, discarding the first fixing 
bath and moving the second fixing bath 
to its place when the first tray begins to 
show signs of exhaustion. Replace the 
second fixing bath with fresh hypo. You 
will find that it will stay fresh longer.—

of photograms, unlike the simple ones, w: 
have intermediate tones as well as black 
and white, and whenever there are inter- 
mediate tones exposure is important. 

The photogram of dog and camera be- 
longs in the same class with that of the 
swan, but the technique employed i 
somewhat simpler. The dog also is a 
small glass figure, which was placed on 
the enlarging paper. The camera is a 
paper cut-out (Figure 4-B). A straight 
exposure was used, with no burning-in, 
but the exposure time had to be exact to 
bring out the glass figure. 

The example in Figure 5 is an interest- 
ing one in this same class. Two pressed 
glass ash trays were placed upside down 
on the enlarging paper, and the exposure 
was made with the enlarger light. The 
resulting photogram was surprising. The 
cheap ash trays produced beautiful pat- 
terns. There are many things in your 
own home which would produce similar 
photograms, if you will “discover” them. 
Sometimes you can combine several ob- 
jects, or use paper cut-outs for more 
varied effects. 

Class 3.—The objects used in making 
photograms need not always be placed on 
the photographic paper. To make the 
example in Figure 1, the same two ash 
trays employed in Figure 5 were used. 
This time the smaller one was placed on 
top of the condenser in the enlarger. The 
image was projected on a sheet of white 
paper for a trial, and was brought to a 
focus and properly placed. Then the en- 
larging paper was inserted, and the red 
filter was placed in front of the enlarger 
lens and the lamp was turned on. This 
way it was possible to see the projected 
image of the small ash tray without ex- 
posing the paper. At this point the 
larger ash tray was placed on the paper, 
upside down, in the middle of the pro- 
jected image. Then the red filter was 
removed, and the paper was exposed. It 
is hard to believe that the photogram in 
Figure 1, with its beautiful patterns, was 
made with only these two cheap objects. 

This method is capable of producing 
excellent results. If your enlarger is not 
of the condenser type, or does not provide 
sufficient latitude in focusing to enable 
you to place objects on top of the con- 
denser, you can put them into the neg- 
ative carrier instead. The only handicap 
here is that the size of the carrier will 
limit you to rather thin objects. 

Class 4.—The enlarging paper has a full 
scale of tones from black to white which 
are not all used in the photograms of the 
first three classes. Transparent and trans- 
lucent objects do provide some tones, but 
the backgrounds are all one solid tone 
unless burning-in and dodging are em- 
ployed to shade them. Figure 2 shows 
examples of this. For the photogram of

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the inverted question mark, a paper mask 
was the only prop employed. Here is 
how the simpler print at the left was 
made: 


First we cut the mask out of black 
paper. The masking paper employed was 
the same size as the enlarging paper to 
be used. The mask had two parts, as 
shown in Figure 2 (A and B), and the 
inside part was cut out cleanly so that it 
would fit perfectly into the outside part. 
To make the print, the enlarger first was 
adjusted so that its light would cover the 
whole sheet of enlarging paper on the 
easel. Then the lens was stopped down 
sufficiently so that about a 15-second ex- 
posure would be required to produce a 
dark gray with normal developing. Ex- 
act aperture and exposure were deter- 
mined by test. Then we put the enlarg- 
ing paper into the easel and placed the 
outer part of the mask (Figure 2-B) on 
top of it. A piece of opaque cardboard 
about the size of the print being made 
was held in front of the lens as the en- 
larger light was turned on. The light 
could not reach the paper, as the card- 
board was held in between. 


Now the opaque cardboard was moved 
slowly. Starting so that the lower left- 
hand corner of the paper was exposed 
first, the cardboard was slowly moved up. 
The upper right-hand corner was exposed 
last, but just before the top of the cut-out 
portion was reached the motion was re- 


| versed, and the card was moved down 


again. Just before the bottom was 
reached, the motion was reversed again. 
This procedure was repeated several 
times during the exposure. The bottom 
left-hand corner of the inner part was 
always exposed to the light, while the 
top right was hardly exposed at all. The 
area in between received a gradual ex- 
posure achieved by the motion of the 
cardboard, giving it the tone gradation 
apparent in the finished picture. This 
took care of exposing the inside portion 
of the mask. 


The next step was to change the masks. 
We took the cutout part and fitted it into 
the opening of the outer mask, which of 
course remained over the enlarging pa- 
per. Needless to say, this operation was 
performed with only the illumination of 
the darkroom safelight. Then the inner 
portion was held very carefully in place 
with one hand, while the outer portion of 
the mask was taken away with the other. 


| This left the question-mark mask cover- 


ing the inner portion of the paper, which 
had been exposed, and the outer portion 
of the paper was unprotected. At this 
point the question-mark mask was moved 
down slightly, about 1/32 inch, to produce 
the half-white, half-black line between 
the inner and outer parts of the final pic- 
ture. 


After this we repeated the exposure as 
before, for the same time, except that we 
started from the top right-hand corner 
instead of the lower left. This made the 
outside area darker at the upper right, 
shading down almost to white at the 
lower left. It didn’t seem desirable to 
leave the extreme corner of the print 
almost white, however, so a few seconds 
additional flashing was given to darken 
the corner and complete the exposure,

portion of the picture area. 


The result is quite an interesting pho- 
togram, with a wealth of different tones 
that were created entirely by controlling 
the light from the enlarger as it struck 
the paper—without the aid of a negative. 


Some makers of photograms prefer to 
work with other light sources in place of 
the enlarger, or in addition to it. Some- 
times it is desirable to light the objects 
on the paper from one side instead of 
directly overhead, so that longer shadows 
are cast on one side. A pocket flashlight 
can be used to good advantage for this 
purpose. It need not be held in one place 
throughout the exposure, but can be 
moved about as may be required. Suc- 
cessful photograms have even been made 
by the light of a single match. The en- 
larger is the simplest light source to use, 
however, and is an excellent one for 
starting out in this interesting branch of 
photography. 

Class 5.—The simple photogram dis- 
cussed above is interesting, but it can 
be improved by adding a strong center of 
interest. To do this we combined it with 
a picture of a human eye—a real one 
from a normal negative. The technique 
of making this type of photogram, com- 
bining parts of ordinary negatives, is as 
follows: 


First we made a print following exactly 
the procedure described above for the 
simple photogram, but did not develop 
the paper at once. One corner of the 
paper was marked, so that it could be 
put back into the easel in exactly the 
same position, and then it was put away 
carefully so that it wouldn’t be light- 
struck. Then we took the negative of the 
eye, put it into the enlarger, and pro- 
jected it onto a white paper on the easel. 
On top of the white paper was placed the 
outer portion of the mask (Figure 2-B) 
for use as a guide in projecting the eye 
in just the right place. We had decided 
to put it into the light portion at the top 
of the inner part, and adjusted the height 
of the enlarger so the image would fit in 
just right. Then the lens was stopped 
down, and a test strip was made and de- 
veloped for the same time that would be 
used for the photogram. This determined 
the exposure for the eye, and we were 
ready to expose its image on the enlarg- 
ing paper. The paper was placed on the 
easel again, using the mark as a guide 
to make certain it was in the original 
position, and the outer mask was placed 
over it as before. Then the eye was 
printed through a round hole in a piece 
of cardboard. This precaution was neces- 
sary to prevent the rest of the face—and 
other details on the negative—from print- 
ing on the paper. The resulting print is 
shown. 

Numberless variations and combina- 
tions of these basic classes of photograms 
can be made, to produce results that will 
amaze you. The tire picture in Figure 2 
illustrates another variation. The tech- 
nique of making it was similar to that 
described above, except for a few details. 

The inside portion of the picture, which 
shows the part printed from the negative, 
was printed through the hole in the outer 
mask (Figure 2-D). It was not necessary 


to print the negative image through a 
hole in a cardboard, as was done in the 
case of the eye, since the whole inner 
area was to be filled with the image of 
the negative. After this image was 
printed, the negative was removed from 
the enlarger and the lens was stopped 
down additionally while the outside edges 
of the inner part of the picture were 
flashed for a few seconds to darken them 
for contrast. During this operation the 
outer mask was left in place. The only 
other difference was that, at the time 
when the outer portion of the paper was 
exposed, with the inner part of the mask 
in place (Figure 2-C), the nails were 
scattered over the enlarging paper. Their 
silhouettes appear in the final print. 

Once you start out with even the sim- 
plest sort of photogram, the immense 
possibilities of the technique will become 
apparent to you. This is almost a new 
field, wide open to the amateur with 
imagination. Many photograms have been 
made in the past, to be sure, but there are 
so many different possibilities that there 
is plenty of room for truly original work. 

Don’t be afraid to go into your dark- 
room now, and let your imagination take 
you away as you experiment with the 
possibilities of photograms. There is no 
telling what sort of pictures you get, once 
you are freed from the limitations of 
working with the subject matter that is 
in your negatives.— 


KEEPING BLOTTER ROLL STRAIGHT 
The curling tendency that the individual 
sheets in a blotter roll have is often dis- 
concerting. Since both ends of the roll 
are open, this curling often becomes un- 
manageable. As you unroll the roll— 
with the idea of putting prints therein— 
each sheet of the free end wants to coil 
up in its own individual fashion. To 
overcome this, I simply stapled (with 
wire staples) the three sheets together at 
one end of the roll. Now it is much 
easier to handle—although it is necessary 
that I now always begin rolling from the 
stapled end—so that the open end wil! 
absorb the “creep” that is the result of 
the outside layers having to go around a 
wider circumference than the inner layer.

azines commented on it, quoted from it, 
and borrowed its photographs for repro- 
duction. School officials from all over 
America and even from foreign lands re- 
quested copies. It became evident that 
the book had morale value, both for 
teachers and pupils, as, for instance, in 
inducing youngsters to plan to continue 
their education through high school. 
Succeeding reports have followed the 
same general lines of that first one, which 
was intended as a kind of “door opener,” 
giving an overall picture of the schools, 
with the special objective of arousing the 
public to a consciousness of the develop-

ment of improved educational methods 
within the preceding few years. 

Since then the format of the reports 
has remained the same, rather like that 
of Fortune magazine, but with a higher 
proportion of pictures to text. Each year’s 
report covers the entire school system in 


| a general way, but has a specific theme. 


One year the subject was twenty years 
of progress of the New York school sys- 
tem. In 1937-38, the subject was the co- 
operation between Board of Education 
and all the agencies of the city govern- 
ment (health work, museums, play- 
grounds, transportation, etc.). Another 
year the subject was “Teacher Devotion,” 
with the spotlight on certain teachers do- 
ing good, but representative, work. An- 
other year the theme was activities of 
pupils, with some of their own contribu- 
tions included—their drawings, poems, 
stories, photographs. The adjustment of 
the schools to the war was a timely sub- 
ject in one of the war years. 

As time goes on, a reservoir of pictures 
is formed, so that there is a nucleus to 
draw from. Thus, pictures made in the 
process of gathering material for last 
year’s book may fit in with this year’s 
subject. Pictures made, but not used, 
eight years ago are likely to crop up in 
next year’s report. This means that there 





is less urgency in the task of gathering 
pictures for each year’s project. This 
will be an advantage now that the war is 
over, and school construction will once 
more be resumed; for Photographer 
Hickey is still the school’s architectural 
photographer, even though he has also 
become its photojournalist. 

Comparison of later reports with earlier 
ones indicates that standards have re- 
mained consistently high. How do the 
members of the team, Shiebler and 
Hickey, do this? How do they manage 
to get such uniformly interesting pictures, 
apparently unposed, with a fresh ap- 
proach, year after year? To get first- 
hand knowledge of their methods, I went 
on a picture-taking expedition with them 
recently. 

It was, according to Shiebler, a routine 
expedition, of the kind that he and Hickey 
made two or three times a week through- 
out the school year. They rarely know 
ahead of time what pictures they will 
make. Sometimes they have a tentative 
plan, arising from the suggestion of a 
teacher or a principal, or from knowledge 
of some new activity in a school. Only 
rarely do they follow the plan exactly as 
outlined. They try to get around to all 
the schools in rotation, but are naturally 
influenced by the remembered appeal of 
youngsters in a certain school, or by the 
unusually good cooperation available 
from an understanding principal or a set 
of teachers. 

We spent the major part of a school 
day at Public School 181 in Brooklyn, an 
Elementary School of which David Wein- 
berger is principal. In addition to Shiebler 
and Hickey, there was an assistant, who 
helped carry equipment and held the 
flashbulb and reflector when Hickey 
wanted the light to come from a point 
distant from the camera. I was told that 
there is not always an assistant available, 
and that older boys are sometimes drafted 
for this service. This is a wise measure, 
since Hickey’s job entails much walking 
up and down stairs, as well as much con- 
centration. To have to carry equipment 
and worry about lights would be an add- 
ed burden. 

Hickey’s equipment, which fitted neatly 
into a case, was very much like that car- 
ried by many a press photographer. 
There were a 4x5 Speed Graphic, a box 
of three dozen Wabash 40 flashbulbs, and 
some Mendelsohn synchronized flashguns. 
There was also a Weston exposure meter. 
Sometimes the camera used is a Contax, 
but most of the work is done with the 
Speed Graphic, for which Hickey has 
several lenses. 

On that day, some photographs were 
made in five or six classrooms—of pupils 
ranging from kindergartners to sixth- 
graders. In each instance, the youngsters 
behaved like seasoned veterans, betraying 
their excitement only by occasional 
glances at the camera or our group, and 
by their sparkling eyes and heightened 
color. Photographs were made of the 
kindergartners as we found them, grouped 
in a three-tiered semi-circle, listening to 
their teacher read a. story; of first- 
graders watering the carrots in a table- 
top garden; of pupils in the library busily 
consulting reference books; of cardiac

children, some studying and others play 
ing quiet games; and of sixth-grader: 
filing out of their classroom. There were 
later sessions in the school basement, 
and, finally, on the street — session: 
wherein picked groups enacted “coming- 
to-school” scenes. 

One of the impressive features of the 
work of the Hickey and Shiebler team 
is the speed and efficiency with which 
they operate. Sometimes, within the rela- 
tively short period of ten minutes, they 
would enter a classroom, make two or 
three exposures, and leave, without caus- 
ing more than a ripple in the routine of 
the pupils. The source of this speed and 
efficiency, it seemed to me, was the ex- 
perience these men had had; Hickey’s 
familiarity with his equipment; and 
Shiebler’s quick perception of good sub- 
ject matter. A murmured word to a 
teacher, a nod or a gesture to Hickey, a 
signal to a child, or a whisper, “Come 
over here ... stand up... open the 
book this way”—all so unobtrusively that 
the routine of the classroom was not dis- 
turbed—this was the extent of Shiebler’s 
“stage direction.” Despite its simplicity, 
it is highly effective, as anyone will dis- 
cover through an inspection of some of 
the illustrations in the editions of All The 
Children produced during the past decade. 

An outstanding characteristic of the 
photographs in the reports is that they 
seem unposed. Some of them are un- 
posed, in the sense that the children 
shown are acting just as they would if 
the camera were not aimed at them. 
Sometimes, according to Hickey, a group 
does act self-conscious. In that event, he 
just fiddles with his equipment and waits 
until they calm down. In general, how- 
ever, the quiet manner of the men, the 
presence of the teacher, and the fact that 
the children are in familiar surroundings, 
doing the things they normally do in 
school hours—all tend to relax them and 
cause them to behave naturally before 
the camera. 

Shiebler’s ability to spot good camera 
subjects has won much favorable com- 
ment. This ability is all the more re- 
markable in the light of the speed with 
which he acts. 

What governs his choice? How does he 
decide upon whom to concentrate? From 
observation of his methods, I decided 
that such things as these attract him 
and seem to him to be potentially good 
subjects: A little girl with expressive 
hands, which she moves subconsciously as 
the teacher reads to the class. ... A little 
girl with large, dancing eyes. (She had 
risen in excitement when she saw the 
camera, then, at her teacher’s nod, sat 
down; but Shiebler asked the teacher to 
have her and several other children 
stand once more. This relieved the mo- 
notony of the seated group and greatly 
improved the picture.) . a sad-faced 
little boy, with a look of David Copper- 
field about him .. . a little girl with 
heavy bangs, giving her a curious, old- 
fashioned look .. . a little fellow with 
baggy trousers. (Asked to walk along 
with an armful of books as though on his 
way to school, he zealously had picked 
up a bigger load than a boy of his age 
could easily manage; the combination of

the baggy trousers, the stoop from carry- 
ing too large a load, and the worried ex- 
pression arising from the fear of dropping 
the books made this an appealing study.) 

In the cardiac group, a girl who ha 
pulled her desk about to a right angle 
with the remainder of her row was pre- 
vented from straightening it, as she ob- 
viously felt she should. Shiebler’s quick 
eye had sensed that this out-of-line indi- 
vidualist broke the monotony of the even 
rows, and he suggested that Hickey con- 
centrate his focus on the section. Out- 
doors, the principal had suggested as a 
subject a head-on view of a large group 
of youngsters, walking in close formation 
as though hurrying to school. Actually, 





Many variations of the hackneyed head- 
on shots of rows of pupils are found— 
such as this one which depicts children 


in an interesting classroom activity. 
they were hurrying home to lunch, but 
they obligingly walked forward as di- 
rected. But, through a happy inspiration, 
Hickey brought up his carrying case, put 
it at the edge of the sidewalk and stood 
upon it so that the resultant picture 
would show a sea of young faces, seen 
from above and at a_ three-quarters 
angle. 

The pictures in All the Children are 
enhanced by the captions. They are the 
work of Shiebler, who was a reporter on 
the Brooklyn Eagle before he joined the 
school system. As an example, there is 
the one under a shot of two little boys 
staring, with apparent perplexity, at “1 
plus 1” on the blackboard: “It certainly 
seems that between the two of us we 
ought to be able to figure it out.” The 
huge dinosaur skeleton in the Museum of 
Natural History, dwarfing the large class 
of children beside it, is captioned simply, 
“Museum Piece.” On the other hand, 
many of the illustrations are self-explan- 
atory, and are therefore uncaptioned, 
while some have simple, factual captions, 
such as “The Test,” “Anagrams,” or “Ice 
Cream.” 

Shiebler is himself a product of the 
New York City school system, for which 
he has real respect. He ca-ae to his pres- 
ent post in 1929, and has aone a good job 


| of “interpreting the schools to the public” 





since then. But his work began to bear 
fruit to a highly gratifying extent when 
he started using photography as a tool.

Thus far, Hickey has made some 10,000 
negatives for the Board of Education. 
These are filed in his office, in trans- 
parent envelopes, with an envelope for 
each “job.” Folders are arranged in file 
drawers, according to borough—Man- 
hattan, Bronx, Brooklyn, Queens and 
Richmond. In another set of file cabinets 
the prints, chiefly 8x10 enlargements, are 
filed according to school. Hickey’s office 
is in the construction department of the 
Board of Education in one section of 
Brooklyn. Shiebler’s is in the main ad- 
ministrative building of the Board of 
Education half a mile away. He has a 
complete file of 8x10 enlargements of all 
the pictures. To keep him from succumb- 
ing to the temptation to give file copies 
away, the word “File” is printed across 
each one in large red letters. 

Hickey does his processing in a large, 
well-equipped darkroom, with standard 
equipment. There is a 4x5 Omega en- 
larger. He makes enlargements up to 
16x20. He has individual lights over each 
piece of apparatus or bit of equipment. 
His wooden sink extends across the width 
of the room, about nine feet. It has one 
unusual asset—there are three hot-and- 
cold-water fixtures, each with a long, 
free-swinging spigot. This obviates the 
necessity of moving the heavy trays, the 
spigots being swung about to the trays 
instead. “That’s one good feature of 
working for the Board of Education,” 








Hickey said of this innovation. “We have 


our own maintenance people, our own 
electricians, and plumbing department. 
They all help me solve any problems I 


have.” 


Like Shiebler, Hickey is a product of 
the Brooklyn schools, though he went to 


St. Augustine, a parochial school.

form. This, again, is in line with the 
trend toward making facts and figures 
palatable through pictures. The report 
was compiled and edited by Shiebler 
from data supplied by the Auditor and 
the Director of Reference, Research and 
Statistics. Though no attempt was made 
to follow the popular style of All the 
Children, the book is broken up into 
easy-to-read format, and the photographs 
(from the collection built by Shiebler and 
Hickey) add immeasurably to its attrac- 
tiveness. In reading it, the taxpayer sees 
how the school system is spending his 
money—for buildings, health care, voca- 
tional training, playgrounds, and so on. 

The work that the team of Shiebler and 
Hickey is doing is interesting in many re- 
spects, not the least of which is that it 
represents a trend—a trend toward the 
use of photographs in reports, both mu- 
nicipal and business reports. Perhaps in 
time to come people will learn with 
amazement that reports submitted to the 
public were once so dry and forbidding 
(as many still are) that no one would 
read them. Shiebler and Hickey are trail- 
blazers. The experience Hickey had when 
he started and the equipment he uses are 
not beyond the reach of small city school 
systems. The imaginative approach Shie- 
bler uses is, of course, rare. The “melting 
pot” quality of New York City children, 
taken as a whole, is a distinct asset, but 
nearly any group of children, anywhere, 
has its own distinctive quality, if a 
photographer seeks it. 

Will photo-journalism—specializing in 
covering school systems—be a vocational 
category of the future? It looks that 
way.

“Nice cloud effects this fine morning.” 

I had thought she would be a film 
burner and had not expected her five 
rolls of film to last until we got to the 
real scenery, but to my astonishment she 
proved to be a hoarder. I, armed with a 
Leica, clicked at this and that as we 
traveled; but Elizabeth was not moved 
to take a picture between Ohio and the 
Bad Lands of South Dakota. Occasion- 
ally —when I was taking something that 
interested me I would ask her if she

didn’t want to take it too. She would 
look at it critically and remark, “No. 
It’s not so much.” With dampened ardor 
I generally put my own camera away 
when that judgment was passed—because 
she was always right. 

Her first picture was in the Bad Lands. 
She had never seen anything like them 
and wanted a picture. But her picture 
was made before we were well into the 
National Monument and so is not as spec- 
tacular as it might be. Having taken one, 
she refused to take any more. I lent her 
a helping hand (the only type of aid I 
offered during the trip) by holding a 
minus blue filter over her lens and 
shading it. She selected the scene, held 
the camera, and snapped the shutter. 

She was next moved to make a picture 
of the Devil’s Tower in South Dakota. 
This lonely, lofty tower of basalt might 
well impress a person older than she was. 
Here again I held the minus blue filter. 

In Yellowstone Park, Elizabeth took 
pictures a little more frequently than she 
had while we were traveling, but even 
there she was miserly with her film. As 
a matter of fact, she used only three of 
her five rolls of film. 

She had heard me talk about framing 
until she had a good idea of its im- 
portance. Hence her pictures of the Up- 
per and the Lower Falls of the Yellow- 





stone show nice composition. I was not 
aware that she was taking my picture. 

The geysers were a matter of great in- 
terest to her, but she did not consider 
them prime photographic subjects. She 
resolutely refused to photograph Old 
Faithful, finding much more fun in walk- 
ing the logs provided for seats for the 
witnesses of the spectacle. She did, how- 
ever, get a fine picture of the Castle 
Geyser—again with the minus blue filter. 

Being six years old, Elizabeth naturally 
was fascinated by the wildlife of the 
Park, and especially by the bears. But 
being a prudent child, she wanted to have 
no part of them at close range. The bear 
in the field was sitting down when we 
approached it. She opened the car door, 
took one step, and clicked the shutter. 
When the bear got to its feet to come to 
the road to resume its begging she took 
one picture and then cannily retired to 
the safety of the inside of the car. These 
pictures were taken at a distance and 
therefore I had to enlarge a 35 mm por- 
tion of the 214x314 negative. 

The only picture that Elizabeth took 
on the way home was at the highest point 
of Trail Ridge road in Rocky Mountain 
National Park. 

The experiment convinced me that, as 
the advertisements say, “even a child can 
operate it.” And if the child has mod- 
erately good taste, has heard discussions 
of picture taking and composition, and, 
finally, has some stimulating subject- 
matter, the results should range from 
good to excellent. 

At home Elizabeth uses her camera 
when the spirit moves her. She takes it 
out of the house and snaps her pictures 
with no adult direction whatsoever; in 
fact, her mother and I make a point of 
staying off the scene when she is busy 
with her photography. She always has 
a definite idea of what effect she wants, 
and almost always she shows some orig- 
inality. 

Although I would be pleased to think 
otherwise, Elizabeth is only a normal six- 
year-old. What she does with her cam- 
era, any child could do with a little en- 
couragement and preliminary instruction 
and a great deal of being let alone—with 
her very own camera.—@®

N THE formation of most photograph-

Teen-Age 
ovie Makers

Amateur Movie Producers of America is devoted to the 


ciné interests of the younger generation’s enthusiasts 


camera clubs. An added distinction to 
this clique of flicker followers is that the 
scope of its membership extends from 
ocean to ocean and border to border. 

Originally, these individual members 
were youngsters who had been given or 
had otherwise obtained their own movie 
equipment and immediately had seen 
themselves as potentates of gigantic 
movie companies—even though a four 
minute feature produced with the aid 
of their gangs had to serve to launch 
them on their careers. When a feature 
was premiered to families and friends of 
the “producers,” company names were 
usually chosen under which the films 
were to be shown. 

Before attention turned to the war 
theaters, there were many such “com- 
panies” operating across the nation. No 
longer dreamy kids though, these teen- 
agers had become efficient lensmen. One 
company, Continental Motion Pictures of 
Kearny, New Jersey, after only three 
years of experimentation won acclaim in

several national magazines as a result of 
their filmed version of Hansel and Gretel 
(see PopuLAR PHoToGRAPHY, April, 1940, 
p. 55). But soon after these articles 
reached the newsstands, other miniature 
companies, feeling their productions just 
as noteworthy, began to bombard the 
publications with criticism for not hav- 
ing mentioned them too. 

The surprised editors forwarded the 
letters to C.M.P. and in this way the 
many groups became acquainted with 
each other. Various problems these cine- 
mateurs mutually faced were solved 
through correspondence and it was not 
long until it was suggested that they 
combine as a national organization for all 
junior movie makers. The idea was 
quickly approved, conferences proceeded, 
a constitution was drafted, officers were 
elected, plans were made for a non-profit 
monthly bulletin called The Floodlight, 
and a few months later these film clubs 
were linked together as the Amateur

Why do wheel spokes seem to go backwards in a film—can 


I shoot movies of a movie screen? 


ODERN motion pictures are so 
M well made that the average thea- 
ter audience almost feels it is 
actually taking a part in the picture. Then 
all of a sudden a horse-drawn carriage 
wheels past—with the wheels apparently 
revolving backwards while the carriage 
moves from left to right across the screen 
and for a moment the illusion of seeing

real live actors is lost. One is snapped 
back into reality and is conscious of view- 
ing a motion picture—a mechanical means 
of reproducing pictures in motion. 

Well, what happened anyway? Every- 
thing seemed to be going all right and 
everyone was moving in a normal man- 
ner until that carriage came into view. 
This effect has been referred to as an

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optical illusion. Perhaps in one sense it 
is; however, it might more correctly be 
defined as a stroboscopic effect. 

In order to understand what really hap- 
pens it’s necessary to go back a little and 
remind you that a motion picture consists 
of a series of still pictures taken and pro- 
jected in rapid sequence. Sound motion 
pictures such as are shown in the theater 
are usually taken and projected at the 
rate of 24 single picture frames a second; 
silent pictures such as are made with 
most 16 mm and 8 mm cameras are taken 
and projected at 16 single picture frames 
a second. 

Most cameras and projectors have what 
is known as intermittent film pull-down 
mechanisms. This means that the film is 
alternately advancing—then at rest dur- 
ing exposure—then advancing, etc. As 
the claw engages the perforation to start 





the pull down stroke and advance the 
film, an opaque shutter blade of approxi- 
mately 180° whirls into position and 
covers the film aperture until the claw 
pull-down stroke is completed and the 
film has been advanced one frame and is 
again at rest. The open 180° sector of the 
shutter now permits light to reach the 
film and make the exposure. This opera- 
tion goes on continuously so when pic- 
tures are made at 16 frames a second— 
each picture does not receive 1/16 of a 
second exposure but one-half of 1/16 or 
approximately 1/32 of a second. Each 
frame of professional 35 mm motion pic- 
tures made at 24 F.P.S. receives about 
1/48 of a second exposure. See Figure 3. 

Moving objects photographed with a 
movie camera, continue to move, even 
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ile the shutter covers the film aperture 
and of course no record is made of that 
action which occurs when the lens is cov- 
ered. If a person were to raise his hand 
from his side up to a horizontal position, 
and if a motion picture were made of the 
action, the frames appearing on the film 
would look like those in Figure 2. There 
are 13 pictures of the arm in 13 different 
positions. The movement of the hand and 
rm which occurred between the taking 
f each picture is not recorded, but when 

» series of pictures is projected in 
‘apid sequence—the separate pictures 
blend together and one gains the illusion 
of continuous motion. 

The projector mechanism is similar to 
the camera. An opaque shutter (about 
165°) covers the light so that it does not 
reach the film and lens during the pull- 
down period and the projection screen is 
alternately lighted with picture image and 
then completely dark. Due to a charac- 
teristic in our visual processes called 
“persistence of vision” the eye continues 
to see the projected picture for a fraction 
of a second after it has actually disap- 
peared from view. Thus the eye is never 
conscious that the screen is alternately 
light and dark and seems to see an un- 
interrupted picture on the screen. 

Now to get back to the carriage wheel. 
To simplify the action which takes place, 
let’s assume the carriage wheel has only 
one spoke instead of many. See Figure 1. 

Let us also assume for clarification that 
the wheel with the one spoke represents 
the face of a clock, and the spoke is the 
hour hand. In its present position the 
spoke is at 12 o’clock. Now let us expose 
a single picture frame of the spoke at 12 
o clock. If the wheel (or spoke) is revolv-

ing at the rate of 32 times a second—in 
1/32 of a second the spoke will make one 
complete revolution so when the second 
picture frame is exposed 1/32 of a second 
later, the spoke will be back at 12 o’clock 
and if this same wheel speed is main- 
tained each picture will show it in the 
same position at 12 o’clock and the wheel 
in the picture will appear to stand still— 
even though the carriage appears to be 
going forward in relation to the back- 
ground. 

Now let’s assume that instead of the 
spoke making one complete revolution 
between successive exposures, it makes 
only 11/12ths of a revolution. The first 
picture records the spoke at 12 o’clock, 
the second exposure catches it at 11 
o’clock, the third exposure catches it at 
10 o’clock, then 9, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, 12, 
11, etc. In this instance the spoke will 
appear to be moving backwards or coun- 
terclockwise even though the carriage is 
moving forward from left to right. 

Now if the wheel is revolving at such a 
speed that it is making 1 1/12 revolutions 
between successive exposures, the first 
will be exposed at 12 o’clock, the second 
at 1 o’clock, the third at 2 o’clock, then 3, 
4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 1, 2, etc. In this 
instance the wheel will appear to be re- 
volving in the right direction (clockwise) 
and will appear to move the carriage for- 
ward from left to right. 

Since carriage wheels and other 
wheeled vehicles in the movies are driven 
at variable speeds, the wheel may appear 
to stand still for a short time, then go 
backward, then forward, then backward 
again. 

Of course, if the wheel had 12 spokes 
instead of the one used for purposes of

illustration (see Figure 2), the above 
description for one revolution, 11/12, and 
1 1/12 revolutions would in each case 
bring a spoke back into the same position 
occupied by another in the previous frame 
and in each case the wheel would appear 
to be standing still. Therefore, a 12- 
spoked wheel would have to revolve at 
some other speed, either slightly faster or 
slightly slower than given in the illustra- 
tions above in order to have it appear to

move either forward or backward as the 
case might be. 

There is no easy way of eliminating this 
defect from motion pictures except by 
eliminating revolving wheels from the 
scene photographed, or placing them at 
such a distance that they do not command 
attention. As mentioned before, it can be 
minimized by eliminating spokes or any 
similar markings which could be referred 
to as an index point between the succes- 
sive pictures. However, this is not always 
practical. In most cases where small 
wheels are employed, one’s attention is 
not directed to the wheel and it is very 
likely that little attention will be paid to 
the direction in which the wheel appears 
to be revolving. So we will probably con- 
tinue to see wheels standing still or turn- 
ing backwards (when the vehicle to 
which they are attached is moving for- 
ward) in both amateur and professional 
made films for some time to come. 


On Making Pictures 
Of the Theater Screen 


A great many amateur movie makers 
get the brilliant idea that they would like 
to take their movie cameras into the local 
theater and photograph the image on the 
screen, and in this way they could have 
newsreels of their own of important news 
items without having to worry about any 
of the problems involved in photograph- 
ing the events when they occurred. 

Motion pictures are copyrighted by the 
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companies that produced them and are 
merely rented or leased to your local 
theater for a definite number of shows. 
If one was to derive financial gain from 
pictures made in this manner, one would 
be liable to whatever penalties of the law 
apply in the particular state where the 
violation occurred. 

The average movie maker will prob- 
ably consider that since the image on the 
screen is bright enough to see satisfac- 
torily that it is bright enough to photo- 
graph and that he will have a reasonably 
good chance of obtaining a satisfactory 
picture on one of the high-speed films. 
Well, the idea sounds very good, but 
there are a number of problems involved 
which should be considered before any 
attempt is made to do this type of photog- 
raphy. 

The first point to consider is that actu- 
ally the theater screen is not as bright as 
it may appear to be to the eye. Our eyes 
have a wide range of accommodation and 
can accommodate to relatively low bright- 
ness levels without any great difficulty. 
The average theater screen is illuminated 
with between 8 and 12 foot candles of 
illumination when the projector is run 
without film in the gate and only the light 
from the projection lamp is measured. If 
the brightness of the screen was meas- 
ured during projection of an average pic- 
ture, the illumination would, of course, be 
much less. In the modern theater where 
sound pictures are projected, a special 
sound screen is used which is perforated 





to permit the sound waves to come 
through the screen and improve the qual- 
ity of sound reproduction. Perforating 
the screen, of course, permits some light 
to pass through so actually there is an 
appreciable loss due to projecting on 
this type of screen. Usually such screens 
are made of a very flat-white material so 
that an equal amount of light is reflected 
in all directions. This enables the audi- 
ence to see a picture of equal brightness 
over a wide angle. 

The most important factor, however, is 
that the theater screen, when a picture is 
projected, is alternately light and dark. 
As explained before (see Figure 4) when 
you go to the theater and view a picture, 
the picture is on the screen for 1/48 sec- 
ond and then the screen is blank for 1/48 
second and so on, so that when you sit 
in the movie for two hours, the picture 
is actually on the screen one hour. The 
visual process—persistance . of vision- 
supplied the picture for the other hour. 

Now if you were to try to make a still 
picture with a still picture camera of the 
theater screen using an instantaneous ex- 
posure of about 1/50 second it is just as 
probable that you would snap the shutter 
during one of the periods when the screen 
is dark as during the period in which 
it is light. This is further complicated by 
the fact that many projectors have what 
is called a flicker blade in the projector 
shutter to reduce light flicker on the 
screen.

of weather—exterior or interior—in color, or 
black and white. Yet simplicity makes opera- 





tion easy. Priced within anyone's means, 
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the theater and snapped pictures at inter- 
vals throughout the showing of the pic- 
ture, only to find that when the film was 
developed, there was nothing at all on it 
—or in some cases one or two very weak 
images. It would be possible, of course, 
with a still picture camera to give a time 
exposure of 1/5, 1/2, or 1 second and 
during that period make sure that the 
image was on the screen a number of 
times. As a matter of fact, in giving an 
exposure of one second, the still picture 
would be made of 24 separate frames, in 
1% second of 12 frames. If there is any 
degree of movement in panoraming of the 
camera or movement of the persons on 
the screen, the resulting picture would, 
of course, be quite badly blurred. 

In making motion pictures of the pro- 
jected pictures on the screen, one is con- 
fronted with an even more difficult prob- 
lem. Because the shutter on the movie 
camera making pictures at 16 frames a 
second will be open half the time and 
closed half the time (see Figure 3) sim- 
ilar to the shutter on the projector, there 
is a very good chance that considerable 
footage will be run off during the period 
that both the camera and projector shut- 
ter is closed. See Figure 5-B. 


Experiment Is Failure 

In order to find out first hand what 
some of the problems were, and to 
see what actually does happen, I recently 
exposed several feet of film to the screen 
in a local theater at both 8 and 16 frames 
a second using Cine-Kodak Super-XX 
panchromatic film. I regret to report that 
the experiment was a complete failure. 
There would be a section of two or three 
feet of film where both shutters were 
closed during the operation of the camera 
and projector so that no picture was re- 
corded, and then there would occur an 
area where the image would appear to 
“wipe” across the screen (see Figure 5) 
with perhaps only one or two frames 
wherein the full 16 mm picture area was 
exposed. Exposures made of studio-made 
scenes were under-exposed at both 16 and 
8 frames a second. Some of the lighter 
scenes found in newsreels wherein there 
was considerable sky or bright areas in 
the picture did have sufficient exposure 
(at 8 frames per second) to make out 
what the scene was all about. See Figure 
5. Since the short areas which did record 
were underexposed, the picture quality 
was quite grainy. Therefore, amateur 
movie makers can save themselves con- 
siderable film by forgetting about the 
whole idea when tempted to make motion 
pictures of the pictures projected on the 
theater screen. Results are not likely to 
be worth the effort involved. 

While I do not recommend that pictures 
of this type be made, if you do want to 
waste your valuable film in experiment- 
ing I suggest that you first obtain per- 
mission from the theater manager to 
make such pictures. Perhaps he will find 
a spot for you in some part of the theater 
where you can sit without annoying the 
audience. It might also be well to con- 
sult a local attorney and find out what the 
penalties in your particular state are for 
copying pictures that are the property of 
the motion picture producers.—

Movie Producers of America, still the 
only society of its kind known to date. 
None of these youngsters came from 
wealthy families. In fact, the producing 
staffs took pride in the fact that they 
were independent of adult aid. The capi- 
tal for these diminutive productions came 
almost entirely from the staff members’ 
average allowances. C.M.P. grew around 
two cameras valued at twelve dollars 
and continued activity by weekly dues of 
ten cents for regular members and fifty 
for the “producers.”

tures (San Antonio, Tex.) enacted a 
Frankenstein and both these terror films 
have received national publicity.

and friends to view their efforts, for sel- 
dom do they feel that first movie making 
attempts are worthy of more attention. 
Then gradually they encompass a larger 
audience as they gain facility and some 
degree of fame, though this need not be 
the case. MacArthur Studios demon- 
strated during production of its first film, 
The Ghost Walks, that an initial produc- 
tion could be a success. Many of the 
shots were taken in a local mortuary. 
This alone drew a great deal of atten- 
tion, but when the director and a col- 
league rode up and down the streets on 
a bicycle with the “ghost”—in full mon- 
ster makeup—perched on the handle 
bars, the attraction needed little more 
publicity. There was such a demand for 
a public showing that it was exhibited as 
a second feature at the local theater, 
playing to a packed house at every un- 
reeling. 

Since the Amateur Movie Producers of 
America was formed for movie enthusi- 
asts who, because of their youth, might 
not be taken seriously in adult clubs, 
none of the participants of which a group 
may be composed may be over the age 
of twenty-one years. There is no limit, 
however, to the size of each company’s 
staff. Membership into the A.M.P.A is 
granted upon presentation for review 
to any official member group of two 
travelogues or two documentaries or 
one of each, or one photoplay—which 
must be produced on_ sub-standard 
stock, either 8 mm or 16 mm. There 
is no stipulated minimum length to 
these features but each must present to 
the audience a complete-in-itself con- 
tinuity. Since membership is easily ob- 
tained, the greatest difficulty of the allied 
amateurs has been the enlisting of hobby- 
ists who are consistently interested in 
movie production. 

Although member groups are free to 





levy whatever fees they wish upon their 
staffs, the A.M.P.A. has at no time in its 
six year history demanded dues of its 
members. Incredible though it may seem, 
the only costs have been optional sub- 
scriptions to The Floodlight (published 
by Eagle Films) and its price per issue 
has never exceeded five cents. The sten- 
cilled journal has been supported solely 
by these subscriptions and announce- 
ments which groups have cared to bring 
to the attention of other AMPAites and 
the information in it has been devoted 
entirely to them. 

The national unification of existing 
companies often has served as the final 
impetus needed for the organization of 
new member groups. The A.M.P.A. is 
therefore keenly appreciated by its mem- 
bers for out of experience with these 
numerous branches have developed the 
vocational ambitions of the majority of 
them. Related aspects of radio presen- 
tation have claimed the aspirations of 
widely scattered members; one is a pro- 
fessional announcer today. The Continen- 
tal staff has turned an eye toward televi- 
sion. Four past amateur cameramen plan 
to become professional cinematographers. 
One member of Eagle Films already has 
four years of preparatory experience; an- 
other A.M.P.A. associate is majoring in 
cinema at the University of Southern 
California. The two Kentucky com- 
panies, Corker Films and MacArthur 
Studios, intend to merge as Cormac Stu- 
dios to make educational and entertain- 
ment films in sound. 

Anticipating a greater trend toward 
amateur movie production than ever be-

THE MARCH COVER

in a tiny basement “studio” 


HIS MONTH’S Poputar PuHoroc- 

RAPHY cover is one answer to those 

amateur photographers who, in- 
stead of working hard with what they 
have, dream about the wonderful pictures 
they could make if only they had a big 
studio with all that wonderful profes- 
sional lighting equipment. 

This month’s cover was made in my 
cellar like a dozen others which I have 
sold to national magazines. My “studio” 
measures ten feet wide, fourteen feet 
deep, and the ceiling is low enough to 
cause claustrophobia in moles. Some of 
my lighting equipment dates back to the 
days when I was making horrible ex- 
perimental portraits of my long-suffering 
wife, and the remainder is at least five 
years old. I have a couple of flood re- 
flectors and three spotlights, two of 
which cost fourteen dollars each (pre- 
war) and the other ten dollars. I haven't 
tackled a job yet that made me yearn for 
a big Salzman boom—well, not often, 
anyway. 

I get a bang out of making the old 
stuff do, and I confine my props to the 
paraphernalia I can find around the

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house. My son serves as model as often 
as not, and if I need a glamour gal I look 
around town for the makings. 

Lois Carendi, who served as model for 
the March cover is a student at nearby 
Sewanhaka High School. She was six- 
teen when the picture was made, is now 
seventeen, and can’t wait to get out of 
high school in June to get going as a 
Powers model, a career she started last 
summer as a result of the pictures I made 
of her. 

Here’s how the cover was made: An 
old three-fold French hand-blocked wall- 
paper screen, which normally does serv- 
ice in my bedroom, served as background 
I somehow thought of Lois in her blue 
party dress in terms of that screen plus 
golden candle light. The crystal candela- 
bra from the living room was placed on 
my night table next to which Lois was

seated on an old, battered, backless chair. 

The main light, a Fresnel Spot, contain- 
ing a 500-watt, 3200° Kelvin T-20 bulb, 
was placed at right just high enough to 
cast a short nose shadow. A No. 2, 3200 
Kelvin floodlamp in a 12-inch reflector, 
with a spun glass diffuser, was placed to 
the left of the camera, fairly low as a 
fill-in to reduce shadows cast by the main 
spot but not to obliterate them. Another 
500-watt spot, also with a 3200° Kelvin 
T-20 bulb (this one a GoldE spotlight), 
was placed high to the left and behind 
Lois to backlight her hair. Her hair was 
additionally lighted with an ordinary No. 
1 flood lamp in a small reflector fixed to 
the ceiling directly above her. Normally, 
floods are too blue for Type B Koda- 
chrome, but this was merely an accent 
light, hardly strong enough to upset the 
color balance. And to help matters I 
purposely used an old bulb near the end 
of its life because these burn at a warmer 
color than fresh ones. 

Finally, a small Dinky-Inky 200-watt 
spot was placed at left rear to cast a halo 
on the screen just behind the candle 
flames. This heightened the glow effect 
of the candlelight. 

The screen, which has a varnished sur- 
face, caused trouble in arranging the 
lighting scheme. The lamps had to be 
so placed that they would not create hot- 


spot reflections on the screen’s surface.

caused most of the trouble, but the prob- 
lem was finally solved by slightly chang- 
ing the angle of the screen itself. 

The meter reading was taken off Lois 
face, with all lights out but the main spot 
and fill-in flood. The Weston Master mete: 
reading was midway between 25 and 50. 
With the film speed rating set at 6, th: 
exposure chosen was 1 second at f 16. 
Another exposure of 1 second at f 11 was 
made just to be sure. The first one proved 
to be correct. I made only two exposures 
because I am reasonably certain of the 
behavior of my shutter in conjunction 
with my meter as well as the condition: 
of my “studio.” But if you are usin; 
Kodachrome for the first time or unde: 
unfamiliar conditions by all means shoot 
at least four at settings above and below 
those indicated by the meter. 

I used 3%4x4% Professional Type B 
Kodachrome in a 4x5 Korona View cam- 
era (with reducing back) equipped with 
an 18 cm f 4.5 Voigtlander Heliar lens. 

It should not be necessary to say that 
Lois’ makeup received careful attention 
—as it always should when you are shoot- 
ing in color. Lois, being young, has a 
reasonably clear complexion, but it was 
summertime and the sun at the beach 
had raised a few small freckles around 
her nose. Even so, all that was required 
was an application of Max Factor’s in- 
visible foundation followed by pancake 
Natural No. 2, the kind used for ordinary 
street makeup. The cheek rouge had to 
be carefully applied and blended, since 
the slightest excess or unevenness shows 
up in Kodachrome. Mrs. Downes pitched 
in on this part of the job. In general, 
however, if there are no marked skin 
blemishes, a good street makeup is usu 
ally quite satisfactory. Makeup should 
be applied with discretion and excessive 
use of eye-shadow and mascara (which 
were used sparingly on Lois) should bs 
avoided. 

The whole thing was immense fun, 
which Lois enjoyed as much as | did, in 
spite of the fact that I occasionally sputter 
when I get inextricably entangled with 
wires, lamps, and props in a “studio” too 
small to contain all of us on a social 
basis. Sure I wish I had more space, but 
I’m hemmed in on one side by the furnace 
room, and on the other by the laundry. 
There is simply no room for expansion. 
So I develop the arts of contortion and 
ballet to surmount the obstacles.—

is a good background if the young service 
photographer has the interest and talent 
to apply himself, and if he is wise enough 
to take advantage of the hours spent with 
his chief or other men from industry who 
may be in the same photo lab with him. 
I believe that in most cases, given serv- 
ice school training coupled with several 
years of actual practical experience 
among other service photographers, the 
veteran cameraman is ready for any 
studio anywhere. This I should like to 
prove here. 

To quote Miss Stagg again, “In profes- 
sional photography, service training is 
equivalent to about three months’ work, 
or less, as an apprentice.” We in the serv- 
ice would like to disagree. Did not the 
services find that they could train men 
in almost any field in much less time than 
civilian schools could, and in addition, do 
a more efficient job of it? Add to this the 
fact that the average apprentice does far 
less actual photographic work, and has 
less chance to devote time to professional 
study than the serviceman in a service 
school. I do agree that service training 
and a period of time behind a service 
camera does not necessarily make a man 
a Karsh or a Karger, but in most cases it 
does give him plenty of actual photo- 
graphic experience. He is not just some- 
one to run errands for the studio, as is 
frequently the case with apprentices in 
some civilian studios. 

There are a few ex-servicemen who re- 
ceived service photographic training and 
who came out into civilian life as recog- 
nized photographers. For example, take 
Wayne Miller, an ex-Navy lieutenant who

shot only a few yearbook pictures before 
his service training in photography, and 
G. E. Kidder-Smith, who was an architect 
before he joined the Navy. Now both of 
these veteran photographers have joined 
with William Mortensen and Ansel Adams 
as winners of the Guggenheim Photo- 
graphic Fellowships, probably the high- 
est honor given American photographic 
artists. This, I believe, is the most con- 
clusive proof I could offer of the thor- 
oughness of military training in this field. 


Scope of Service Photographers 


In the Army, Navy, Marine, or Coast 
Guard photographer, one finds perhaps 
the most versatile of all cameramen. It 
takes a versatile photographer to be able 
to switch from covering a news story to 
making up a magazine cover shot for a 
service publication, from a colored movie 
of an inspection to aerial views, from por- 
traits of the commanding officer to pic- 
tures of a plane crash, and then back to 
the lab for a copy job of some map or 
chart—all this in the course of a day 
sometimes, or perhaps two days if he is 
lucky and if the pressure is not on. “Yet 
a service photographer must do all this, 
and what is more important, he must do 
it well! The service cameraman can not 
specialize, as do Sarra or Bachrach, but 
he can, and does, meet a deadline day 
after day with work of every kind and 
description. These GI photographers not 
only shoot these varied pictures, but they 
must “soup” and print all their own work; 
that is an unwritten law in Navy labs.

while in service, but there is no reason 
why he should not succeed with advertis- 
ing photography if he has the necessary 
prerequisites. It is agreed that this wid« 
field needs not only a good technical back 
ground in art, but also plenty of hard 
work, plus a generous dash of luck, a: 
well. 


Magazine Photography 


Miss Stagg said in her article that the 
shutter-bug must present the agency with 
a fine selection of representative photo 
graphs. That, of course, sounds logical! 
enough, but how can the photographe: 
just out of service come to an agency with 
his prize pictures, when nine times out of 
ten they are in an official service file 
somewhere where the identity of the 
photographer is just about the last thing 
considered important? However, there 
are a few service photographers, of 
course, who have managed to build up 
their personal file, and their work should 
surely be of salable value. Many of these 
cameramen have served in various parts 
of the world, and have met all kinds of 
the varying conditions which must be 
taken into account by a photographer. | 
feel that Miss Stagg did give a real bit of 
information with her picture story out- 
line. Picture stories are by far the most 
lucrative in terms of actual cash, and 
furnish the broadest avenue to a reputa- 
tion in magazine photography. Any GI 
photographer who has had experience in 
public relations work might easily use 
the picture story idea as a stepping stone 
to success. 

The consideration of public relations 
brings to light a most important field in 
which the services led the way. While 
the Navy includes much more in its pub- 
lic relations offices than most business 
concerns, the photographic jobs connected 
with it are primarily the same. For in- 
stance, Navy “brass” corresponds directly 
to civilian ‘ ‘big shots,” with the exception 
that covering the story in the Navy takes 
an enlisted photographer into the realms 
of the officers’ country where, even on 
official business, he is shunted about, and 
his work is oftentimes hindered rather 
than helped. A PhoM2/c isn’t, or at least 
feels he isn’t, in a position to tell an ad- 
miral to move over here and then over 
there, but rather, does his work as incon- 
spicuously as possible. 

Another branch of this field deals with 
station and ship newspapers. The Nava! 
stations usually print a regular magazine 
for which the base photo lab furnishes 
the cover and other news pictures. The 
cover layout, or just the idea for the 
cover, may come to the lab within a day, 
or sometimes within a few hours of the 
deadline. This means the idea must be 
put into concrete form and photographed 
in record time. Almost every service

Bill of Rights’ provision that requires 
them to take back all their own veterans. 
True, many of these veterans may be in- 
ferior to other Gls looking for jobs. Some 
of them worked for the newspapers only 
a few months before they went into serv- 
ice. Yet it is difficult to get around the 
fact that they did hold the job, to which 
the GI Bill says they are entitled to re- 
turn. If the papers would weed out their 
“soldbricks” (yes, the papers have them, 
too), there would be many new jobs for 
qualified veteran photographers. 
Portrait Photography 

Portrait photography was, of course, 
the main field of photography before the 
war, and now, more than ever, the com- 
petition is keen. Right now there seems 
to be an overabundance of coupon stu- 
dios—some with inferior work and low 
prices. Discounting this element of the 
profession, there is still plenty of good 
stiff competition among legitimate pho- 
tographers who do quality work.

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Controlling Tonal Balance 


ORMERLY, photographers worked 

within a narrow range of paper 

grades. If they wanted contrasts or 
softness, they varied exposure and devel- 
opment times and changed temperatures 
of the bath. They varied the balance be- 
tween the developing agents. By simple 
manipulations, they got the same results 
we now achieve with materials designed 
to conquer stubborn negatives. 

The photographer was closer to chem- 
istry and, consequently, had a _ better 
knowledge of what to do in an emer- 
gency. Something seems to have gone out 
of this art with the coming of many 
grades of paper. 

Yet, the need for cleverness and deft 
handling of materials is still important. 
We do more daring things now, and it is 
impossible to get consistently good re- 
sults, unless you know a few simple 
tricks. 

Professionally, I am a writer, although 
photography has been my hobby for 
many years. I like to supply pictures 
with my articles, because it helps in sell- 
ing them. And it’s just as easy to make 
good pictures as poor ones. For instance, 
look at the problem I came up against 
not long ago. 

I had a call from an art and garden 
magazine for a landscape article. Among 
picture possibilities was an outdoor grill 
exhibit at a local flower show. It was im- 
possible to use supplementary lighting 
with this indoor setup, since all outlets 
were being used and I do not like flash 
pictures. I had to accept the inadequate 
lighting. 

The greatest intensity of light fell on 
the upper central part of the scene, with 
only dim light in the foreground. I 
stopped down the diaphragm to f 32 for 
maximum detail, and made a three-min- 
ute exposure to record detail in the 
shadow areas. I knew I was going to get 
extreme contrasts. 

The resulting negative was not a thing 
of beauty. In the highlighted areas den- 
sity was terrible. The shadow areas were 
distressingly thin. The accompanying il- 
ustrations show what was done to save 
the negative. 

The trick is simple. Temperature lower 
than the normal 65 degrees tends toward 
coldness or contrast in the print. Soft 
effects are obtained by raising developer 
temperatures. The variation in tempera- 
ture for these pictures was from 55 to 85 
degrees. .By these simple manipulations, 
I am able to maintain pleasing tonal bal- 
ance and gradation in nearly all circum- 
stances. 

There are many little tricks that come 
into play in processing a print. For in- 
stance, it should be kept in mind that all 
enlargers equipped with condensers tend 
to increase contrast in finished prints. 
After exposure, the paper can be im- 
mersed for a few seconds in clear water, 
before putting it in the developer. The 
immersion pre-softens the emulsion, al-

Objects that appear ordinary in one kind 
of light assume splendor in another. The 
photographer who is not primarily inter- 


| ested in the magic of light as his most 


basic tool will (except by accident), 


| achieve commonplace pictures. 


Light truly is the life-giver both to all 
living things on the face of the earth and 
to pictures. It can help you to make soft 
pictures of delicate tones; strong pictures 
in which forms are given depth and solid- 
ity by cast shadows, and the most dra- 
matic, singing kind of pictures in which 
light itself emblazons forth in all its ef- 
fulgence. There is a principle here worth 
noting: In a photograph the effect of 
light brilliance is achieved in direct ratio 
to the depth of the shadows. When the 
light source—sun or artificial lamps—is 
low and faces directly at right angles to 
the object the effect generally is flat be- 
cause of the absence of shadows. As the 
light source is moved around to the side 
it casts shadows in length and depth in- 
creasing as the degree of angle increases 
until at last the light source is behind the 
object facing the camera. This latter is 
called backlight, and pictures made by it 
show forth the magic of light in its most 
dazzling brilliance. 

The pictures reproduced in the “Back- 
lighted Pictures” section here are exam- 
ples in which backlighting predominates 
in one way or another. They are pictures 
in which the photographers shot against 
the light in an effort to achieve that 
breathtaking, luminous quality which can 
be achieved in no other way. It will be 
noted that where the backlight is most 
direct and brilliant, the shadows are 
darker, which means that the greatest 
possible contrast is obtained. To achieve 
such contrast on photographic paper, 
whose contrast range is extremely lim- 
ited, is a difficult technical task. 

In backlighted pictures made against 
the light, the photographer comes as close 
as possible to photographing the light 
itself. The photographic problem is to 
maintain the effect of high contrast and 
at the same time preserve some measure 
of detail in the areas of the object facing 
the camera. Not all of the pictures re- 
produced were done exclusively with 
backlight. In some of them a weak fill-in 
light was used at the camera to reduce 
contrast and preserve more detail than 
would otherwise have been possible. 

Backlighting is, of course, used to some 
extent in most good photographs, particu- 
larly those made indoors with flash or 
other artificial illumination. It is the 
backlight that gives roundness to persons 


resulting richness of tone. A fine way to 
keep the bromide solution is in a bottle 
stoppered with a cork, through which has 
been inserted a glass eye-dropper with 
the bulb removed. Then it is easy to 
dash a few drops in the developer 

You might as well take advantage of all 
these little tricks—they often might mean 
the difference between success and fail- 
ure for one of your prints. 


and objects and adds those bright accents 
that give sparkle to pictures which would 
be less interesting without it. Magazine 
photographers working with multiple 
flash almost invariably place one lamp 
for backlighted emphasis, and one of the 
reasons why Yousuf Karsh’s portraits are 
so luminous lies in the simple fact that 
he always uses partial backlighting, espe- 
cially on the hands of his sitters, which 
because of it appear to glow. 

The sometimes dazzling brilliance of 
backlight does not mean, of course, that 
the highlights are any whiter than those 
in a flatly lighted print. Brilliance in a 
photograph is always an illusion. The 
whites in a backlighted picture appear so 
luminous primarily because they are seen 
in juxtaposition to large deep, black areas. 
The range of tones in pure backlighted 
pictures is extremely narrow, from pure 
white, through one or two tones of gray 
to jet black. In other words in making 
backlighted pictures you are face to face 
with the photographic problems involved 
in extreme contrasts. 

The problem is similar to that entailed 
in making a good picture of, say, white 
gloves on a black coat, but in backlighting 
it is even more difficult because the 
whites are much more intense due to the 
great degree of specular light reflected 
from the subject. The problem, then, 
falls in the category of contrast control, 
which means that everything must be 
done in exposure, development, and print- 
ing to hold as much detail as possible in 
both highlights and shadows. It is, how- 
ever, often desirable to let dark areas go 
completely black and to allow some high- 
lights to wash out down to the clear 
white of the paper. Subject matter 
should dictate how far to go in sacrificing 
detail. 

As in all subjects of high contrast, 
back lighted pictures should in general 
be fully or overexposed when you wish 
as much shadow detail as possible to be 
preserved. Such overexposure should 
then be compensated for by under-or- 
considerably less than normal develop- 
ment. This keeps the highlights, which 
build up more rapidly in development, 
from becoming too dense. 

Even so, with the greatest care in expo- 
sure and development it may still be nec- 
essary to dodge and burn in considerably 
in making the print. The extent to which 
this will have to be done will depend en- 
tirely upon the effect the photographer 
wishes to get. Sometimes, when nothing 
more than a silhouette of the subject be- 
hind which the light source was situated is 
desired, a fully exposed straight print will 
produce the intended effect, giving pure 
backlight without any attemnt to fill in 
the foreground or preserve detail in it.

contrast. For this reason one occasionally 


sees backlighted pictures that come very | 


close to being high key in that there are 
few if any deep blacks in them. Such an 
example is to be found in the fine picture 
on page 62 by the Italian photographer, 
Bruno Stefani. In this case the sunlight 
was diffused by haze and reflected back 


from the pavements sufficiently to pre- | 


serve details in the figures and balloons. | 


By keeping his contrast down in devel- 
oping and printing, the photographer de- 
liberately avoided deep black shadows. 

The Stefani picture points up another 
important value of backlighting. There 
is no better way of achieving the feeling 
of atmosphere. Whenever there is haze, 
as in early morning, the particles of 
moisture in the atmosphere collect light 
from the backlighted sun and bestow that 
magical morning luminosity which, as 
Missone says, “glorifies everything.” 
Smoke and dust in the atmosphere will 
produce similar effects. 

Atmosphere is of great importance to 
backlighted pictures. When it is clear, 
without dust, haze, or smoke, the outlines 
of the highlights are sharp and well- 
defined as in the case of Carola Gregor’s 
white cat on page 66. The moment parti- 


cles appear in the atmosphere they reflect | 


light and so the atmosphere itself (seen 
as haze) is photographed. 

In seeking for subject material suitable 
for backlighting, it is well to remember 
that the most brilliant effects will be 
achieved where the atmosphere is clear 
and the subject photographed has lumin- 
ous properties. Note the brilliance and 
dramatic effect in Roger Coster’s girl on 
page 67, whose sheer fabric picks up the 
backlighting and plays it against her dark 
surroundings. Such surfaces as glass 
(see Nelson Morris’ shot on page 71), 
metal, water, snow, and wet streets re- 
flect backlight strongly. Photographing 
such reflecting surfaces against black or 
dark backgrounds enhances the sparkling, 
dramatic effect.

It is perfectly permissible and often de- | 


sirable to use some sort of foreground 
reflector when shooting into the light. 
Any white or metallic surface placed fac- 
ing light and subject (and kept out of the 
picture area, of course) can be used 
whenever you wish to preserve as much 
detail as possible in the area of the sub- 
ject you are photographing. This is 
particularly necessary in making back- 
lighted portraits when it is important to 
see the subject’s face.

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pictures are made with the light source 
concealed behind either the main subject 
or some subsidiary object in the picture. 
Fine pictures have been made including 
the light source with its attendant dra- 
matic flare, but it is safer to conceal it 
in most cases. If, for instance, you are 
shooting into the sun, the camera might 
be placed in the oncoming shadow of a 
tree or an automobile or another person. 
But whatever the situation a lens shade 
—and a good deep one—should always be 
used, since there is always risk of the 
light source getting into the lens and so 
either fogging the film or causing ghost 
images on the lens itself. Modern coated 
lenses minimize this hazard but it is safer 
to take the usual precautions. 
Backlighted pictures, when successfully 
done, are among the most exciting uses 


of light in photography. In them light 
itself, with which we as photographers 
are forever and endlessly concerned, 
plays a conspicuous part. Where in other 
types of pictures light is a less obtrusive 
tool, in backlighted pictures the light 
comes close to playing the principal role 
in which it is allowed to blazon forth 
and dazzle the spectator. 

Backlighted pictures, then, serve to re- 
mind us vividly that we as photographers 
are primarily dealing, in our technical 
work, with the play of light on the world 
we live in. Without light, and particular 
kinds of light for given purposes, fine 
pictures are impossible. But the per- 
formance of light in the world is of in- 
finite variety and the possibilities for the 
sensitive, perceptive photographer are 
inexhaustible.—

Out of Printon

sorbed by the cyan dye. The only por- 
tion of the white light remaining to be 
reflected to the eye is its blue component, 
which is the color we wished to repro- 
duce from the original. 

If you are puzzled as to why a magenta 
dye absorbs green light and a cyan dye 
absorbs red light, recall that the color of 
an object when viewed in white light de- 
pends upon those components of the 
white light which are reflected to the eye. 
A magenta dye (blue-red color) is one 
which reflects the blue and red com- 
ponents of white light to the eye. There- 
fore, it must absorb the green component. 
A cyan dye (blue-green color) reflects 
the blue and green components, absorbing 
the red component of white light. Ac- 
cordingly, when a magenta-dyed layer is 
superimposed upon a cyan-dyed layer 
and the combination is viewed. by white 
light, the green and red components are 
absorbed, allowing only the blue com- 
ponent to reach the eye. This is known 
as subtractive synthesis of colors. 

It has been stated already that Printon 
can be used for both contact printing and 
enlarging purposes. Even in contact 
printing it is advisable to use an enlarger 
for the light source, and so it will not be 
necessary to consider more than one type 
of standard exposing setup. A standard 
light source is required, of course, since 
the light must contain the colors that are 
needed to produce the final print—and in 
the correct proportions. The light used 
for exposing Printon must contain blue, 
green, and red components in such a ratio 
that, if the material were exposed directly 
without any transparency, each emulsion 
layer would receive the same effective 
exposure. The emulsions are not equally 
sensitive, and the tungsten lamp of an 
enlarger is far from being a light source 
having equal components of blue, green, 
and red. Therefore, adjustments must be 
made by means of so-called “cc” or color 
compensating filters. Printon is manu- 
factured to require a minimum number 
of compensating filters by adjusting the 
speeds of the emulsion layers to a speci- 
fied light source. The light source speci- 





fied is a GE #212 enlarging lamp, with 
an Aklo filter glass (Corning No. 3962, 
2 mm thickness) and a yellow filter 
(either Ansco UV-16P or Corning Noviol 
No. 3060). The enlarger lamp should be 
operated at 110 volts. 

The color compensating filters are sup- 
plied in three different densities of yellow 
and cyan and four different densities of 
magenta, designated as follows: Yellow 
23, 24, and 25; Magenta 33, 34, 35, and 36; 
and Cyan 43, 44, and 45. 

The filters recommended on each box of 
material may not comply perfectly with 
the requirements of one’s own conditions, 
and so it is frequently necessary to make 


‘adjustments. Experience is required be- 


fore one can accurately judge how the 
filters must be used to change the color 
of a print. Nevertheless, the basic rule to 
follow is this: add a filter of whatever 
color is lacking in the print to increase 
that color in the print. For example, if a 
trial print has an over-all bluish appear- 
ance, it is evident that the print lacks yel- 
low; therefore, one or more “cc” yellow 
filters are required. On the other hand, if 
a print has a yellowish appearance, it is 
necessary to add blue to it, which is 
readily accomplished by use of “cc” mag- 
enta and cyan filters in combination. 

Since exposure in color printing is 
rather critical it is good practice to make 
a trial print first, exposing various parts 
of the image different amounts. 

In some cases tests may be hard to in- 
terpret, and it is advisable to use a step- 
wedge beside each transparency so small 
gray patches will appear on each print as 
a guide, to be cropped later. 

In contact printing on Printon an en- 
larger provides a convenient and con- 
trollable light source. The transparency 
to be printed (with step-wedge attached) 
is placed over a sheet of Printon and cov- 
ered with a piece of glass to maintain 
contact. If a contact printing frame is 
available it will serve the purpose very 
well. The exposure is given by turning 
on the enlarger having the required filters 
over the lens, but without having any- 
thing in the negative carrier. By this 
method it is possible to make contact 
prints from large transparencies with 
filters no larger than necessary to cover 
the enlarger lens.

judged adequate to lessen the bluish 
color, the exposure can remain unchanged 
since it requires only about one-sixth lens 
stop increase in exposure. However, add- 
ing a “cc” 24 filter requires an increase in 
exposure esuivalent to a one-third lens 
stop, which cannot be ignored. A “cc” 25 
filter would require an increase of two- 
Such expo- 
sure changes are best made by increasing 
the time of exposure, allowing the lens 
diaphragm to remain in its original posi- 
tion. If the trial print indicated the ex- 
posure time to be ten seconds, then one- 
third lens stop increase would mean an 
increase in exposure time of about 3 sec- 
onds, or 13 seconds in all. A two-thirds 
lens stop increase would raise the expo- 
sure time to approximately 17 seconds. 

If the trial print has bluish, purplish or 
grayish highlights it is indicative of in- 
ferior processing. The wash between the 
hardener and clearing bath may have 
been insufficient, agitation not adequate 
during first development, too short first 
development, or one or more of the solu- 
tions was contaminated. 

If the blacks in the print are not neutral 
and are weak, the cause no doubt rests in 
faulty processing.

sure, excessive first development, too lit- 
tle color development, insufficient bleach- 
ing or fixing, too long a time in the clear- 
ing bath, or contaminated solutions 
should be considered in tracking down 
the trouble. The first and second devel- 
opers should be checked accurately for 
68 F temperature, using a thermometer 
known to be accurate. 

Although it is possible to alter the con- 
trast of Printon somewhat by deviating 


| from the standard twelve minute develop- 


ing times in the first and second devel- 
opers, it is best to follow the recom- 
procedure. This means that 
prints of proper contrast can be obtained 
only when transparencies are selected for 
printing which are suitable for the ma- 
terial. Transparencies which are not 
harsh in contrast and which are of normal 
density and full of color are the best for 
making color prints on Printon. Thin, 
weakly colored transparencies, or ex- 
tremely brilliant ones are difficult to 


| print. However, extremely brilliant trans- 


|

parencies may be 
printing to adjust 
Printon. 

The purpose of masking is to reduce 
the contrast of the transparency to make 
it suitable for printing. At the same time 
the mask can provide a certain improve- 
ment in color reproduction, assuming it 
is properly made. A mask is made by 
exposing a sheet of black-and-white pan- 


“masked” prior to 
their contrast for 


| chromatic film through the transparency 


using blue-green light. A negative image 
of the transparency is thus obtained 


when the black-and-white film is de- 
veloped. The negative when dry is bound 
in register with the transparency for 
printing. The exact procedure follows: 

Any panchromatic film such as Ansco 
Isopan, Triple S Pan, Eastman Tri-X, etc. 
is suitable. The transparency image is 
printed on the film through a sheet of 
clear celluloid of about 15/1000 inch 
thickness. This separation, of course, 
causes the final negative image to be 
slightly unsharp, but this hides slight 
errors in final registering of the mask 
image with the transparency. For expo- 
sure a regular enlarger can be used to 
provide the light source, but a Wratten 
No. 67 filter should be placed over the 
lens. The exposure should be of short 
enough duration to produce a rather thin 
negative when developed for three min- 
utes in Ansco No. 17 developer at 68 de- 
gree F. The negative should appear like 
a very much underexposed and underde- 
veloped black and white negative. This 
negative is then registered with the trans- 
parency by viewing the two together on 
top of a contact printer, and then made 
secure by taping along the edges with 
cellophane tape before printing. 

If you select your transparencies with 
care and follow the instructions of the 
manufacturer throughout the printing 
process, you can get surprisingly good 
color prints with a minimum of effort. 
No one step in the process is difficult in 
itselfi—the key to good results is careful 
work in every stage from transparency to 
dried print. 





FIRST DEVELOPMENT 

This step is conducted in total darkness 
or under green safelight provided by an 
Ansco A-3 safelight filter with a 10 watt 
lamp. Excessive safelight exposure creates 
greenish blacks in finished color prints. 
The Printon is first developed for 12 min- 
utes at 68 degrees F. Adequate agitation 
must be given for the first half minute, 
followed by periodic agitation about every 
15 seconds thereafter. 
SHORT-STOP 

After first development the Printon is 
immersed directly in the short-stop for 
three minutes at 68 to 75 degrees F. agi- 
tating continuously. At the end of three 
minutes the material no longer requires 
darkness; therefore, the room lights may 
be turned on and the remainder of the 
processing conducted in white light. 
WASH 

Wash the Printon for three minutes in 
running water not over 75 degrees F, 
SECOND EXPOSURE 

The Printon is now exposed over-all to a 
white light. A 100 watt lamp in reflector 
held at a distance of two feet for three to 
five minutes is sufficient. 
SECOND DEVELOPMENT 

This is the color developing step. The 
Printon is placed in the color developer 
for twelve minutes at 68 degrees F., agi- 
tating as called for in first development. 
The color developing solution contains a 
paraphenylene-diamine derivative which 
may cause skin rash on persons sensitive 
to it. Therefore, avoid contact with the

HARDENER 

The print is now treated in the hardener 
for five minutes at not over 75 F., agitat- 
ing continuously. 
WASH 

Wash the material for ten minutes in 
running water not over 75 F. and not under 
60 F. 
CLEARING BATH 

The print is placed in this bath for three 
minutes at 60-75 degrees F., agitating 
continuously. 
BLEACH 

The silver throughout the print is now 
bleached to silver bromide by ten min- 
utes treatment in the bleach solution at 
60-75 degrees F., agitating once every 15 
seconds.

Keep the 
story your picture tells as simple as pos- 
sible. Do not crowd too much action on 
one negative. Avoid stereotyped poses 
and watch lighting carefully. Finally, re- 
member that many good pictures are 
turned into excellent ones by a little ad- 
ditional darkroom work.—®

In most other respects, winter photog- 
raphy means “business as usual” to cam- 
era fans. Backgrounds should be kept 
subdued and simple in winter, spring, 
summer, or fall. The photographer should 
try to record simple, harmonious arrange- 
ments that are appealing or beautiful. As 
in other seasons, he should strive for a 
single point of interest and keep clutter- 
ing details down to a minimum, subordi- 
nating those that are inevitable. 

The season for color photography does 
not end with the close of autumn. A new 
season opens new possibilities for color 
enthusiasts. Not only are there more bril- 
liant, sparkling color pictures to be had, 
but the decreased exposure times permis- 
sible in winter represent a distinct ad- 
vantage to champions of color. Since color 
films are relatively slow (requiring two 
or more stops additional exposure than 
the usual black-and-white negative films), 
the increased light is particularly wel- 
come. 

For example, a scene which would have 
required an exposure of 1/50 second at 
f 6.3 in the summertime may only call 
for 1/50 at f 11 when there is snow on the 
ground. Action in winter sports is easier 
to stop, since higher shutter speeds may 
be employed. 

Contrasts are often reduced during the 
snowy months, so that brilliant trans- 
parencies of winter views are frequently 
easier to print. Since the brightness range 
reproducible in a color print is many 
times shorter than that possible in a 
transparency, the condensed brightness 
range of transparencies exposed in winter 
is all to the good. 

Don’t pack your camera in moth balls 
when the snow season sets in; you'll miss 
a lot of fun and a lot of good photographs 
if you do. Instead, keep your camera 
ready to accompany you on those winter 
jaunts. If you take good care of your 
camera and watch for the best of winter’s 
picture possibilities, you may come back 
with some whistle-getting pictures.—f

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Let's Make Some 
Grab Shots

Of course, landscape “grabs” are easiest 
of all to make. For one thing, focusing 
in such cases means simply setting the 
scale at the unmistakable infinity posi- 
tion—no problem there. “Ozark Farm” 
was made from a fast-moving train. The 
camera was open in preparation for a 
shot I was going to make of a soldier 
seated by the window. As I glanced out 
at the country-side for a moment, the 
rolling hill and the barn came into view. 
I fumbled in my pocket for my yellow 
filter, got it on, and still had just enough 
time left to adjust the lens diaphragm. 
Fortunately, the shutter already had been 
set for 1/100 second. The scene rolled 
into full view, the composition looked all 
right to me, and I exposed through the 
window. I probably couldn’t have done 
a better job on that particular scene if 
I'd had all the time in the world. 

Not the least interesting phase of grab- 
shooting is the collection of experiences 
you undergo while making the pictures. 
Many of these experiences will add amus- 
ing or exciting anecdotes to your reper- 
toire, and so often an illustrated story 
will pack more of a wallop. 

So, the next time you have your cam- 
era along and you get an impulse, follow 
the impulse. You'll soon find how quick- 
ly you’re sizing up photographic situa- 
tions. You'll develop more confidence in 
—and familiarity with—your camera than 
you’ve ever known.

DEAR FATHERLAND, REST QUIETLY, by 


Margaret Bourke-White. Published by Simon 
and Schuster, New York. Cloth bound, 6x8!/2, 
175 pages, illustrated, $3. 

Margaret Bourke-White’s new photo- 
verbed book Dear Fatherland, Rest 
Quietly is sub-titled “A report on the col- 
lapse of Hitler’s ‘Thousand Years,’” and 
it is an excellent job by an excellent 
photo-journalist. Employing camera and 
pen, Bourke-White reports in Life style 
with searching excellence the events, the 
opinions, the people, and country which 
was to have ruled the rest of us for one 
thousand years. The result is a fast-mov- 
ing, exciting, and challenging book. 

There is a quick sketch of Bourke- 
White giving General Patton a _ photo- 
graphic lesson on March 24, 1945, the 
night of one of the early Rhine crossings. 
There is a clean-knifed sculpting of the 
character of the Krupp heir. And most 
penetrating and horrifying of all is this 
photographer’s picture-word story of the 
slave labor camp which she found on the 
outskirts of Leipzig, a facet of a country 
which she terms: “A bottomless pit of 
malevolence and malignance.” 

The photographs follow the well-known 
picture essay style which Bourke-White 
helped to pioneer at Life. They are excel- 
lent. They are so excellent, as a matter 
of fact, that one cannot but regret the 
miserable job of reproduction accorded 
them. It is a pity that a journalistic 
triumph should be turned into something 
less by the pure mechanics of book mak- 
ing. For Bourke-White discovered the 
man she was sent to Germany to find— 
“faceless Fritz,” the ordinary German. 
She pinned him down in photographs and 
words. She thought about him and dis- 
sected him and now gives him to us, 
thoroughly categorized. Dear Fatherland, 
Rest Quietly thus emerges as this: our 
challenge. 


MEXICAN HERITAGE by Hoyningen-Huene. 
Published by J. J. Augustin, Inc., 125 East 
23rd St., New York. Cloth bound, 834xI1'/, 
136 pages, illustrated, $7.50. 

There are times when _ esotericism 
serves a definite purpose. Therefore, 
when writer Alfonson Reyes says in the 
introduction to Mexican Heritage: “The 
modern era is cosmopolitan and undis- 
tinguished. For that reason, we dispense 
with it,” he and Hoyningen-Huene, who 
is responsible for the book’s distinguished 
photographs, do the reading public a dis- 
tinct service. For this book is not of the 
everyday tourist’s Mexico. It is a book 
which purports to tell the reader in pho- 
tographs (there are no captions and the 
only text is a short introduction to each 
of the three sections) a little of the his- 
torical, artistic, and geographic aspects of 
our neighbor to the South. From that ap- 
proach the reader will probably get a 
deeper understanding of Mexico than he 
would in all the tourist-type books 
lumped together. Mexican Heritage does 
not show what lives today, it pictures the 


elements which gave birth to~ modern 
Mexico—and it leaves the conclusions u; 
to the reader. 

Photographically the book is superb. 
Hoyningen-Huene is proof of the oft-held 
contention that the fashion-trained pho- 
tographer sees with a clear, imaginative, 
discriminating eye. The layout is beauti- 
ful, with complements and contrasts of 
form and subject matter, movement add- 
ing pace and intensifying the richness of 
the photographs. The book is printed 
with a slightly brown-toned ink, in keep- 
ing with the mood of the land. 

There is a sureness of approach, of 
technique—a feeling that here is a pho- 
tographer whose Rolleiflex speaks, wh« 
paints with deft strokes the heritage of 
Mexico. The book stands alone or as : 
complement to the many works which 
have previously been done on Mexico. 


PATTERNS FROM NATURE by Horst. Pub- 
lished by J. J. Augustin, Inc., 125 East 23rd 
St., New York. Cloth bound, 934x12'%4, 107 
pages, illustrated, $10. 

Horst, that master delineator of the 
elegante’s world, has turned his talents to 
new fields in Patterns from Nature, an 
entrancing off-the-beaten path photo- 
graphic book. The book is exactly what 
its title implies, a study by the camera of 
the patterns formed by nature. To illus- 
trate the point that nature has done bet- 
ter than the best designer can with his 
mechanical equipment and creative tal- 
ents, Horst picked just two of her aspects, 
minerals and flora. His cameras wer« 
also two, a Rolleiflex and a Graphic View. 
His lighting was simplicity itself—direct 
or diffused sunlight. His settings? Wher 
ever the plants grew or the minerals hap- 
pened to be. 

Somehow the transition from the colors 
of nature to the shaded tones from the 
camera (brown to white in this case, for 
the book is printed with brown ink) have 
invested the everyday leaves and rocks 
with a very special kind of magic. The 
head-on shots which disclose the form, 
pattern, running motion, and_ unified 
whole of nature are exquisite. Other 
studies have been done of this kind of 
thing (Weston and Strand, for example), 
yet Horst’s choice and treatment (which 
are the things that distinguish one crea- 
tive worker from the next) are very new. 
Readily his efforts will be compared in 
mood to what Georgia O’Keeffe has done 
with painting. This is particularly true of 
the delicate, yet sensual treatment he has 
given to the closeups of flowers. His 
method is not to photograph the whole of 
a plant, but merely that aspect of it 
which will stand for the whole. Horst 
neatly calls this presentation a “bee’s-eye 
view.” 

There is a technical index to answer 
the questions of the photographer wh 
will puzzle over how so much mysterious 
beauty was captured by the black box. 


CHARLESTON: Photographic Studies by F. S. 
Lincoln. Published by Corinthian Publications 
Inc., 114 East 32nd Street, New York. Cloth 
bound, 854x11'/4, 80 pages, illustrated, $5. 
On the edge and just out of the spot- 
light are a group of photographers who 
continue year after year to produce good 
work, excellent books, and whose names 
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—perhaps because of the special fields in 
which they are engaged—are little known 
to the public. Near the top of these is 
F. S. Lincoln, whose new book Charleston 
is a happy fusion of photographer, sub- 
ject, production. The brief introduction 
states that Lincoln is not an architect, but 
what his searching camera’s eye reveals 
in the way of detailed columns, carved 
loorways, and period fireplaces shows the 
love of old houses and the understanding 
of their beauty which make Lincoln tops 
in his field. 

This is functional photography—for the 
pictures were made to demonstrate cer- 
tain truths about the architecture of 
Charleston. Yet withal it is also a pho- 
tographer’s photography—for Lincoln’s 
eye for detail and composition is unerr- 
ing. Old bricks, intricate glass-paned 
windows, painted surfaces form patterns 
of beauty and craftsmanship which show 
the kind of people who built the houses, 
who made the South city—laughing, lusty 
connoisseurs of elegance and good living. 
There is not a person prominent in these 
pictures. Yet the ancestors of Charleston 
are present in a million little clues. 

The layout is excellent. Each picture 
is given a page on which to disport itself. 
Yet the shape of the picture depends en- 
tirely on its composition. It is not 
cropped, nor stretched to fit a set for- 
mula. Rather the formula has been made 
flexible to suit the picture. Richly 
printed on heavy cream colored paper by 
sheet-fed gravure and bound with taste 
and distinction, the book is a real find.— 
Jacquelyn Judge. 





LINDA JUST RIGHT. Text by Jane Miller; 
Pictures by Givens-Duzak. Published by The 
Vanguard Press, Inc., New York. Board bound, 
734x834, 30 pages, illustrated, $1. 

This is the picture story of a little girl, 
Linda, who lives in a world where every- 
thing is just right for her—the lamb and 
rabbit at the zoo are small like she is.

Warp PEASE DISCUSSES 


was said about the analysis of a good 

picture, breaking it down into the 
three basic elements of imagination, com- 
position, and technique. Brief descrip- 
tions of the three were given, but it was 
impossible to discuss each one in suffi- 
cient detail. An effort will be made here 
to clarify the first of these elements; more 
and more photographers are becoming 
conscious of the need for it. 

To attempt this is a little like an effort 
to explain what print quality is by listing 
some of the ingredients and letting you 
draw your own conclusions. After all, we 
all have different tastes in the matter, and 
no definition of the elusive element will 
satisfy anyone. It is a little like trying to 
describe a pie by telling what ingredients 
go into one. We all know how different 
pies with the same ingredients can be. 

As a starting point, I am going to quote 
a paragraph published twenty-five years 
ago, which is just as appropriate now as 
it was then. Some of the techniques men- 
tioned are less used today, but the 
thought is the same. This quotation is 
from “The Exhibition Print” by Ben J. 
Lubschez in The Photo Miniature No. 188, 
Sept.—Nov., 1922. 

“The aspirations of most amateurs from 
novices up is to be able to make prints 
the equal of those they see at exhibitions 
or in the various better photographic pub- 
lications. They have the same cameras, 
use the same films or plates and the same 
papers, some of them are quite adept at 
the same processes, then why not just as 
good pictures? Because making a picture 
is not a mere mechanical process. Be- 
cause the essentially fine carbon, gum, or 
bromoil print is not necessarily a picture. 
Because a print may be as fuzzy as it is 
possible to make it and the scent of the 
commonplace and ignorance may be with 
it still. The exhibition print is something 
more than a good print from a good nega- 
tive of an attractive subject. The good 
picture must be made with heart and soul, 
and with knowledge and a bit of a dream 
in it.” 

This paragraph tells a lot but leaves it 
in a slightly nebulous form. My efforts 
are going to be to try to bring it all down 
to something a little more specific, if that 
is possible. This all has a great deal to do 
with the idea back of the picture; the 
thought, mood, or feeling that the print 
maker wants you to receive. In order to 
achieve this end, the maker first must 
have a thought, mood, or feeling to con- 
vey. Too often a print fails right here. 
The maker does not understand clearly 
just what he is trying to say. And so he 
cannot speak effectively in his picture. 

Let us say he has a good negative of 
a yacht under sail. This type of subject 
matter is inherently attractive and there

are just that and nothing more. What 
are some of the thoughts or moods which 
might be conveyed by such a picture? 
Being a sailor myself, I can think of sev- 
eral. For one, there is the pure joy and 
thrill of smooth rapid progress over the 
water with nothing but the wind caught 
in the sail to drive you. The feel of the 
motion and the sound of the bow wave 
are non-visual contributing factors, but 
there have been many photographs which 
have successfully caught it all and carried 
it to the beholder so unmistakably that it

cannot be missed. Morris Rosenfeld’s 
shot of-a 10 meter racing sloop carrying 
a parachute spinnaker with the pole well 
forward and the sail well filled, caught 
this spirit as no other ever has. Life gave 
it a full page, and Ansco used it exten- 
sively in advertising a few years ago. 

Another story which might fit in here 
is that which goes with a a close race 
between two or more yachts; the interest 
aroused when you wonder which is win- 
ning. There is also the lazy, peaceful 
mood of a flat calm or “Irish hurricane” 
as a Sailor calls it—the “painted ship 
upon a painted ocean” sort of thing. We 
can also have the opposite, where the 
weight of the wind is felt in the heel of 
the boat and the waves are shown by 
whitecaps or the tilt of the deck. If the 
beholder begins to think that he might 
get seasick or at least scared a bit under 
such circumstances, then the picture is 
carrying its message. 

What I am driving at is the idea that 
before working up a print, the photog- 
rapher ought to make a conscientious ef- 
fort to decide just what the picture should 
try to say. If the feeling persists that 
some particular negative has a good print 
in it, there must have been some sort of 
an idea in the maker’s mind when he 
made it. If one of several shots of some 
subject stands out, it is most likely that it 
has this elusive element to the greatest 
degree. Try to find out what it is and you 
are well along the way toward making a 

Popular PHOTOGRAPHY 
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good print. Trying to think up an appro- 
priate title helps, as the title should ex- 
press the idea of the picture. 

When you have decided what the idea 
is, you are in a position to decide what 
photographic devices can be used to em- 
phasize the idea in such a way that you 
can be sure the other fellow sees in the 
picture just what you see and want him 
to. You can decide what ingredients in 
the picture help build up the idea. You 
are then in a position to strengthen them 
so that they help even more. You can 
also decide what in the picture detracts 
from this central idea and tends to divide 
attention or direct it away from where it 
should be focused. Then you are in a 
position to minimize or even eliminate 
this distraction. Then you are getting 
picture “with heart and soul, and with 
around to where you are making your 
knowledge and a bit of a dream in it.”—

The package contained an old, somewhat 
battered box camera, a Brownie No. 2, 
into which neatly fitted a radio receiving 
set with one earphone. 

F. M. Leopold of Eindhoven, Holland, 
who had sent the package, added this ex- 
planation: 

“When the Germans confiscated our 
wireless receivers, and we, in occupied 
Fiolland, were more than ever dependent 
on the news from the BBC and ‘The 
Voice from America,’ I decided to build 
1 small receiver in a Brownie. 

“For I trusted that I could take it open- 
ly about me, without arousing the sus- 
picion of the Jerries in the street, as I 
felt sure that everybody would recognize 
the camera at first sight. 

I dare not think of the consequences 
f they had detected the receiver inside 
t, but the camera never failed me.” 

“There are not many things that we can 

end to America now,” Leopold con- 

luded, “but I hope you will accept this 
Brownie and enjoy it.”

jobs with still life. Each student must 
develop his own negatives and make his 
own prints. Bach considers lab work 
rightly as important a part of a photog- 
rapher’s training as correct exposure and 
focus, and each student must know the 
basic formulas of every developer that he 
might encounter on a job before he goes 
into the advanced class. Their work clear- 
ly reflects this training. 

Bach’s classes also enjoy an advantage 
not available to most photographic 
schools.

A GLOSSARY FOR PHOTO-JOURNALISM 
by John R. Whiting 


Defining terms commonly used in handling pictures and 


manuscripts for publication, 


this glossary is from 


the author's recent book, “Photography is a Language” 


Air brush. A spray gun used by artists 
and retouchers to blank out, gray 
down, obscure details in a photo- 
graph (using black, grays, and 
white, and colors for color prints). 
Clouds, smoke, steam, etc., may be 
“air-brushed in.” 


Angle shots. Photographs made with 
the camera pointing up or down, 
usually toan extreme, to reveal situ- 
ations from new or advantageous 
aspects. 


Aperture. The opening, usually in an 
iris diaphragm, through which light 
passes through a lens. See f number. 


Backlighting. Illumination for all or 
part of a subject in which the main 
light source is opposite the camera 
and the shadows fall toward it. Usu- 
ally characterized by intense high- 
lights on figure outlines. 


Bleed. To reproduce a photograph ona 
printed page without one or more of 
the traditional white margins. A 
bleed picture extends to the very 
trim-edge of the page. 


Blow-up. An enlargement, a photo- 
graphic print larger than the origi- 
1 negative.

Bold-face. Heavier, blacker letters of 
certain type faces, used for empha- 
sis or other typographic effect. See 
T ype. 

Burning in. A process used in photo- 
graphic printing, in which certain 
portions of the picture are exposed 
for longer times, to darken them

Composition. The selection and arrange- 
ment of the elements of a picture 
to form a harmonious whole with 
emphasis upon the desired subjects. 


Continuity. That quality in a picture 
story, or Other narrative, that holds 
it together. A thread of interest. 
Sometimes, the script. 


Contrasty print. A photographic print 
in which the range of tones from 
black to white is very short; that is, 
with few intermediate tones of gray. 
\ contrasty print is best for news- 
paper reproduction, but not neces- 
sarily for gravure or fine letterpress 
methods, where a softer print per- 


mits more accurate rendition of the 
original. See Soft print. 


Copy. 1. Original photograph that is to 
be reproduced or copied. 
2. Written matter, such as text, to 
be sent to the printer. p 
3. A photographic copy, a direct re- 
production of an original print. 


Copyright. The exclusive legal right to 
sell or license a work of art, as a 
photograph, for reproduction. May 
be held by a photographer (or 
writer) or his employer. Write to 

Copyright Office, Washington, D.C., 

for complete information on fees, 

rights, terms. 


Credit line. The name of the person or 
organization responsible for the 
making or sale of a photograph, 
usually appearing in small type un- 
derneath a picture; the photogra- 
pher’s counterpart of an author’s by- 
line. 


Crop. To mark off or cut off a portion 
of a photograph, changing the pro- 
portions or composition. 


Cut. An engraving. Sometimes used, 


loosely, for a halftone engraving. 


Definition. Sharpness and accuracy of 
detail rendition, in a negative or 
print; the quality of the lens and the 
resolving power of the negative ma- . 
terial are the main determinants of 
photographic definition. 


Delete. In proofreading, a direction 
meaning to take out, usually indi- 
cated by a script form of the Greek 
d (or a shortened form resembling 
a pencilled loop): i) 

Depth of field. The distance between 
he closest and farthest object that 
will appear to be in focus in a given 
picture; this will vary with different 
f stops, so that smaller lens open- 
ings result in greater depth of field. 
This depth-appearance increases at 
greater distances from the camera 
and lenses of shorter focal length 
provide more depth than longer 
lenses under the same conditions 
hence the statement that miniature 
cameras have greater depth). See 
Depth of focus. 


Depth of focus. The distance over which 
the film may be moved, forward and 
back of the actual focal plane, with- 
out causing circles of confusion of 
excessive size. Often used errone- 
ously instead of “depth of field.” 


Developer. In photographic processing, 
of negatives or prints, the chemical 
solution which makes the latent im- 
age visible, by a proéess of turning 
silver salts, which have been ex- 
posed to light, into metallic silver. 


Documentary photography. The factual 
recargsunge, by the camera, for either 
objective or protest purposes, of in- 
dustry, agriculture, social life. ete. 
Because documentary photography 
first attained wide public recogni- 
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tion during the depression, the term 
is sometimes erroneously associated 
with pictures of squalor. 


Dodging. In enlarging, holding back 
certain portions of a negative (by 
interposing the hand, a cardboard, 
or other device to cast. a shadow). 
Dodging, the opposite of burning 
in, keeps areas lighter, either for 
emphasis or to reveal detail that 
would be obscured if the print were 
too dark (see Burning In). 


Edit. To select, arrange, and prepare 
for publication; both pictures and 
written material are edited. 


Engraving. A printing plate for the re- 
production of a picture. See Half- 
tone engraving. 


Enlargement. A_ photographic print 
made by projection, larger than the 
original negative. 


Ferrotype. To dry prints on a smooth, 
polished plate of chromiumed or 
japanned metal, called a ferrotype 
tin, producing a high gloss finish on 
the paper surface. 


Filter. A device, usually glass, or gela- 
tin enclosed in glass, usually affixed 
to the lens for the purpose of alter- 
ing the color values of light reach- 
ing the emulsion surface. A yellow 
filter transmits all yellow, allows 
less blue to reach the film, thus 
making a blue sky appear darker in 
the final, positive print. 

Flashgun. A device for firing a gas, foil, 


or wire-filled flashbulb, usually in 
synchronization with the shutter. 


Floodlight. A photographic light which 
spreads light evenly over a large 
area; usually a bright light source 
in a reflector. See Spotlight. 


f number. The f number denotes the 
speed of a lens; it is the number of 
times the diameter of the stop will 
divide into the focal length of the 
lens; f 1.5 is a very fast lens open- 
ing, f 4.5 an average speed, and f 11 
a small lens opening. 


Focal-plane shutter. A camera shutter 
(also called a back or curtain shut- 
ter) used on certain types of cam- 
eras (Leica, Contax, Graflex, Speed 

Graphic, etc.).' It is capable of high 

speeds, but usually more difficult to 

synchronize than the more common 
between-the-lens shutters. 


Folio. 


Format. The physical characteristics of 
a magazine, book, or other piece of 
printing, including page size, type 
faces, margins, style. 


In printing, the page number. 


Free lance. A photographer or writer 
engaged in business for himself; 
usually available on an assignment 
basis to publications. 

Galley-proof. A printer’s proof of type 
matter as originally set, before mak- 
ing up into pages. See Proof. 

Glossy print. A photographic print, suit- 
able for reproduction, having a 
smooth, polished surface. See Fer- 
rotype. 

Gravure printing. A method of repro- 
duction using intaglio plates or cyl- 


inders. The ink fills depressed or 
“etched-out” portions and is wiped 
clean from the higher flat surface; 
the opposite of the older letterpress 
printing from raised type or engrav- 
ings. Rotogravure is rapid, inex- 
pensive in large quantities, and suit- 
able for newspaper supplements and 
magazine work. Sheet-fed gravure 
is a slow, fine process, usually cost- 
ly. [A rotogravure process is used in 
printing the features section of Popu- 
LAR PHoTOGRAPHY.]—EDp. 


Gutter. The inside margin of a page of 
printed material. 

Halftone engraving. A relief printing 
plate for the reproduction of photo- 
graphs and art work in letterpress 
printing. The print is re-photo- 
graphed through a fine screen and 
the halftones, or grays, are repro- 
duced by means of minute dots of 
varying size. A magnifying lens will 
reveal the dot or screen structure. 
[/llustrations in the letterpress sec- 
tion of PopUuLAR PHOTOGRAPHY are 
made with a 100-line screen.]—Eb. 


High-key picture. A photograph with 
white and shades of light gray pre- 
dominating. See Low-key picture. 


Hypo. In photographic processing, the 
Chemical (sodium thio-sulfate) 
which fixes the photographic image 
after development. 


Intensification. A correction process, 
usually confined to negatives, of 
dyeing or re-developing the silver 
image to increase its density.

LARGEST 16 mm LIBRARY 
The largest movie exchange in the world

This is becausce B. A. Aughinbaugh, 
soon after the first world war, became 
fascinated with the potentialities of films 
for teaching.

Aughinbaugh is supervisor of the 
Slide and Film Exchange in the Ohio De- 
partment of Education, established in 
1927. 

The inception of his interest in films is 
described by Aughinbaugh: 

“Over 30 years ago while serving as a 
supervisor of schools in the Philippine 
Islands Teaching Service, I chanced upon 
a throng of natives surrounding a tent in 
the palaza of Tarlac. 

“Inside the tent—to which place my 
wife and I found our way—was being 
shown an old, hand-tinted motion picture 
of the Life of Christ. The projector was 
an ancient, outfit. Few of 
these could read at all, and if 
they could they knew only their par- 
ticular language. But inside the tent we 
witnessed an unusual sight—the natives 
were chattering excitedly—there was 
every evidence that they understood the 
story unfolding on the screen. 

“I turned to my wife and said, ‘One of 
the world’s biggest revolutions is begin- 
ning here. Few of

BABY PHOTOGRAPHY SPONSORED 
BY DIAPER SERVICES 

An appropriate and novel home baby 
photographic service which is proving to 
be highly popular with their diaper cus- 
tomers has been initiated by several 
members of the National Institute of Dia- 
per Services. This easy means of start- 
ing a picture record of a child’s life 
through photographs taken at home was 
undertaken as a convenience which has 
long been a need of busy mothers with 
young families. 

The idea originated from the request 
of a number of customers for a moderate- 
priced photography service to take pic- 
tures of their children at home, since it is

a project to get the child to the studio at 
a certain time, as well as to get him there 
clean and in good humor. 

Only finished pictures, not proofs, are 
submitted to the parents from which to 
make their selections. In this way, they 
are able to avoid disappointments which 
often arise when even retouching fails to 
erase imperfections found on the proofs. 

Parents are neither required nor urged 
to purchase any definite quantity but 
may arrange for however many pictures 
they wish, after they have seen the re- 
sults. No minimum charge nor advance 
deposit is required and costs are kept 
moderate. 

The diaper services have restricted cli- 
entele to children under fifteen years of 
age. Personnel skilled in the art of pho- 
tography and developing has been se- 
lected for these special departments. 


KEEPING SOLUTIONS COOL 
Here's a handy arrangement for overcom- 
ing “heat prostration” of developing, stop, 
and hypo solutions. There is, on the 
market, a cocktail cooler—a glass ball 
containing a liquid which, when placed 
in the refrigerator compartment, freezes 
solid. I find that by placing one such 
frozen sphere in each solution tray, I can 
cool the solution to the required tem- 
perature and then remove the ball and 
not in any way dilute the solution.
